They, how- 
ever, in @ manner organize vietory and are fully ceserv- 
ing of exemplary reward. They have shown, as Hobson, 
the Naval Constructor, has shown, how absurd is the 
attempt to divide the Navy into combatant and non-com- 
batant classes. Brothers all united in producing the 
glorious results which have won for them the gratitud= 
which we are sure no one class in our Navy will seek to 
monopolize for themselves. The disputes which have 
occupied too muck space in our naval history of the last 
quarter of a century are the product of conditions that 
do not exist in war, and will not, it is to be hoped, remain 


at its close. 












PROFESSIONAL RESULTS OF THE SANTIAGO 
BATTLES. ; 

Now that the actual fighting in Cuba is over on land— 
at least for a season—the curiosity of those who are in- 
terested in war as a professional matter will be excited 
as to how many technical questions. will be answered by 
the progress and results of the campaign—questions of 
tactics, supply, transportation, equipment, arms, ammnu- 
nition and how far modern inventions have been uti- 
lized to produce successful results. The work of the 
Navy has to en extent teceived the analysis of experts. 
The problem set before it for solution was very much 
more extensive than that presented to the Army, and its 
discussion undoubtedly was an easier task in the,cabin 
of the Captain or around the ward room table than at all 
possible in the trenches of Santiago. * 

It is also the case that those who have so far recorded 
the events of the campaign have been more occupied in 
detailing its dramatic features than in any attempt to 
describe it in its professional aspect. We fear that we 
shall have to await the publication of the official reports 
before we get any definite idea as to such matters, and 
even then it is most probable that little will be recorded 
inducing any particular application of new theories of 
war. 

It will be most interesting to know whether the new 
tactics with their subdivisions of authority and leader- 
ship received any test or whether, as appears to be the 
fact, the artificial regulations of the drill ground were 
swept away in the hurly burly of battle or shown to be 
useless in the topographical conditions existing. 

Battles like this waged in dense thickets under most 
novel conditions under a tropical sun are not apt to af- 
ford opportunities for much scientific war—and indeed 
very few battles ever have realized the conditions of the- 
oretical war. Starting in with the most correct and 
formal conceptions they almost invariably, by the logie 
of events, are transposed into a simple question of fight- 
ing where the personal qualities of the soldier and the 
direct leadership of the officer alone is shown. 

We question whether Captains or Lieutenants at San- 
tiago thought much of their relative place in the rear 
of their commands or delegated to their corporals and 
sergeants the leadership which drill ground rules pre- 
scribe. In point of fact all the reports we have read 
unite in saying that from field officer to Second Lieuten- 
ant they were practically on the front line with their 
soldiers. And this we believe will almost invariably be 
the case except in some great battle where the numbers 
shall be such and the terrain of such a character as to 
admit of an experiment of maneuvers, It is a partic- 
ularly aggravating thing to those who believe that war 
can be reduced to a formula that most battlefields are 
particularly unfitted for testing theories. Without doubt 
the great majority of deductions made by military writ- 
ers from certain specific battles have been the product 
of their imagination. The incidents which really made 
them suceesses were dismissed as unworthy of serious 
consideration in comparison with a tactical condition 
manufactured after the fact. Some great maneuver 
like that of Frederick at Zeuthen, or Napoleon at Aus- 
terlitz, may be quoted in support of ye theory that war 
is an exact science, byt all history eiows that it is on 
the personal element that the decision of battles rests, 
and the more artificial the means adopted to win them 
the greater will be the failure to do so. 

With regard to this campaign of Santiago, by every 
sound military canon our failure was most probable. We 
assumed in the outset that with a force ‘uferior in 
strength to the enemy, ill provided with artillery, with 
most inadequate means for landing and an incomplete 
transportation and ambulance service, we could land on

So far it has been shown that while 
our administration with the means on hand was suc- 
cessful in accomplishing our ends, we did avail our- 
selves of the resources at our disposal. Small as our 
force was, in the haste to do something, we took too 
many things for granted. Our preparations for the 
proper disposal and care of our wounded seem to have 
been based on the idea that we would do all the wound- 







ing ourselves. Our medical force was small, our hospital. 


arrangements were reduced to the most economica! limit, 
the hospital ship, instead of being mear the battlefield, 
wae tied up at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. It was fortu- 
nate that the first aid bandages were provided, or many 
a man would be in bad shape now. How far modern ideas 
were tested by actual conditions is not as yet known. 
The practical uses of the Rintgen ray to locate bullets 
in the field was not tested ag our surgeons were not 
supplied with the apparatus. American military surgery 
was a distinctive feature of the Civil War and to it has 
been justly credited a great revolution in the methods of 
treating wounds and disease. 

Any deficiencies in this campaign, if they were «p- 


” parent, can only be attributed to inadequate supply, and 


that lack of actual experience which results from a long 
period of peace. There.seems to be a diversity of opinion 
with regard to the effect of the modern small caliber bul- 
let. Its deadly character is asserted by some, denied by 
others. The reports of competent surgeons will be await 
ed with interest, not only from their professional stand- 
point but as tending to decide the ever vexed question of 
caliber and battle value, One thing seems to have been 
pretty decisively settled: that is the extreme superiority 
of smokeless over black powder. There does not seem 
to be a discordant view. The last important item which 
this battle leads ug to treat of is the question of field 
artillery. Any demonstration of the uses of artillery 
in mass—as a support to an attack or in the other meth- 
eds taught, at the schools or written about by experts. 
seem to have been impossible. The guns were brought 
up, “put in here” in the old familiar fashion of the Civil 
War, and that is all there is about it. No doubt if 
the conditions had favored it the artillery would haye 
been handled after the most approved methods. But had 
the conditions been more satisfactory than they were, 
we did not have enough.guns. If a powerful fire could 
have been directed on one specific point the artillery 
effect would have been greater. From all we can learn 
the fire; though precise and correct, did not impress itself 
on the enemy. 

In fact the battle was an infantry battle, won by stiff, 
hard fighting in which theory gave way to practice. We 
do not believe that any very valuable deductions can be 
made about it except to illustrate how superior men of 
a virile race can rise above their conditions. We of 
course exclude questions of administrative detail which 
cannot be discuesed without a clearer knowledge of the 
circumstances than we yet possess.

A GROWL FROM THE BLOCKADE. 
(Correspondence of the Army and. Navy Journal.) 
No condition so affects the health and spirits of all on 

board a man-of-war, from the Captain down to the 
youngest bluejacket, as the ventilation of the ship. Ir it 
be fair weather and the ship is cruising in smooth 
waters, with the ventilators and air porte open, admit- 
ting a stream of fresh air through all parts of the ship, 
the ship’s company is then remarkable for its buoyancy 
of spirit and excellence of work. But let opposite con- 
ditions prevail and the fresh air be cut off from the ward. 
room and berth deck, how quicxly the mental atmos- 
phere sympathizes with the physical. Irritability comes 
where before had been good nature; listlessness and lack 
of interest follows eager activity, and general depression 
takes the place of natural stimulus. These same jjlus- 
trations of cause and effect are to be noticed in squadron 
life, when, from lack of proper ventilation of official acts, 
bad management, or rather, lack of good manage- 
ment is allowed to be the order of the day. 

The case in point is the blockading squadron of Ha- 
vyana. This fleet, now in its fourth month of this. tedious 
and monotonous service, seems to be in the eyeé of the 
powers that be‘of secondary importance to the Santiago 
fleet. Its work, however, is no less necessary to the 
succeséful accomplishment of the end in view, although 
so much overshadowed by the glory of the former fleet. 
Had we done away with the blockade and let Blanco 
send aid and reinforcements to Santiago the result might 
have. been very different, for Santiago would have been 
strengthened by the receipt of food, ammunition and 
men. Let the Department for a short time fix ite offici:! 
marine-glase on the fleet off Havana and contrast its 
lack of all that would make the life not only endurable, 
but enjoyable, to the conditions that might prevail if 
even a modicum of comfort was 

To quote from & letter from one of the small ships: 

If we had ice and fresh provisions out here we would 
not complain, but it seems as if the fleet off Havana 
was not considered by the Navy Department... Their eyes 
are focused on Santiago. We are probably less well pro- 
vided with the necessities of life than that squadron, be- 
cause the Department evidently considers that fresh pro- 
visions are more necessary there than here. Some day 
it may be written “How Not to Run the Navy During 
War.” If it was the English service the country would 
know something of the failings, but the mouths of all 
are sealed by the Navy Regulations. 

Why ships should be sent out here for three or four 
weeks and remain within eighty miles of a base of sup- 
plies and not have an opportunity to get stores and pro- 
visions of any kind for either officers or men is one of 
the mysteries of the war, and yet it has been going on 
for months now. Only once did the supply ship come off 
Havana, and then she was running low in eteres and 
there was scarcely anything to be had. I¢ it any wonder 
that the ships are becoming discontented with thie treat- 
ment and that men whose time is out will not re-enlist? 
Even the mails depend upon press boats or some irreg- 
ular way of getting letters to Key West. Often ships 
go to Key West and never think that other people in 
the fleet may have something very important to send. 
They go off or are sent off without communicating with 
anything but the flagship. ae 

Why not have an auxiliary run between Havana and 
Key West to bring what is needed to the fleet, to take 
orders and have them filled. She could run over one 
night and back the next. The squadron would be more 
contented, the work would be better done and the

We hope when Commo. Howell arrives and hoists his 
flag that he may inaugurate a reform and introduce a 
change in the matter of mails and provisions. Imagine 
being in a tropical country and living on salt provisions 
and attempting to satisfy the thirst produced with luke- 
warm water, Think of being almost within sight of 
fruit and vegetables and having none after a day out 
pecause of the lack of cold storage facilities. One 
might faney himself a thousand miles at sea instead 
of eighty miles from a depot of supplies. There are 
enough necessary hardships in this duty any way. Of 
these the blockaders do not complain, but against 
things caused by simply lack of thought one must pro- 
test and pray that they be remedied. 

Do, good Mr. Secretary, remeniber your blockading 
fleet. Put, yourself in their place and ask whether 
something cannot be done to lessen their discomforte 
and relieve the monotony of their lives. 

If the Navy has no ships to spare there ought not 
to be any difficulty in arranging an almost daily ¢ervice 
between the blockading squadron and one of the Guif 
ports, Which would keep it supplied with whatever is 
necessary to the comfort of the men who are enduring 
silently and uneompleiningly discomforts and hardships 
which a glorioug country does not wish to see them 
suffer. 





FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT SANTIAGO. 
INTERESTING DETAILS OF GEN. SHAFTER'S 
CAMPAIGN. 


We received by mail the following diary of events 
leading up to the capture of Santiago, kept by our cor- 
respondent with Gen, Shafter’s command in Cuba: 





The “Journal’s” readere already know that the Sth 
Corps, Gen. Shafter commending, eteamed out of 
Tampa Bay on ae fine a convoy of ships as ever combed 
the coasts of the West Indies and United States on 
Tuesday evening, June 14, 1898, bound for Cuba, Porto 
Rico or “any old place.” The ships were crowded in 
every possible spot, the rattlings and trucke having their 
“roomere,” every ship in the entire fleet being filled 
from the dark, damp depths of the orlop to the hurri- 
cane decks, In every conceivable hold-on place soldiers 
hung on, 

Neither the scorching sun of the tropics nor the swel- 
tering of the holds nor the raing wilter the soldiers 
of the Regular Army 6o inconsiderately embarked by 
those responsible for and not sharere of the discomforts 
Uncle Sam so lavishly expends millions to avoid. Sure- 
ly, the mode of embarking the troops exemplified the 
“penny wise and pound foolish,” for euch alleged econ- 
omy was not conducive to health. 

The voyage down the Gulf to Tortugas Light took 
thirty hours owing to the size of the convoy, consisting 
of the Miami, Almo, Concho, Cormal, Yucatan, Cher- 
okee, Troquois, Santiago, Gussie, Seneca, Whitney, 
Berkshire, Olivette (water, hospital and correspond- 
ents), Saratega, Kio Grande, Orizaba, Vigilancia (71st 
N. Y. Vols, om board), City of Washington, Clinton, 
San Marcos, Seguranca (Corps Headquarters and 
troops), Mattewan, Kanawha, Breakwater, Morgan, 
Stillwater, Alleghany, Knickerbocker, | Aranses, D. H. 
Miller, Manteo, Leona, Oumberland, steam lighter 
Laura, the water schooner Annie Stevens and barge 
(two latter in tow). The consort to Tortugas included 
the U. S. steamers Annapolis, Bancroft, Castine, Hel- 
ena, Morrill, Manning and Hornet. 

It was an imposing sight, for, being on the Cherokee, 
the fourth ship in column, I was able to see the ships 
as each passed Hgmont Light out into the Gulf from 
4:20 p. m. until dark, when the ships’ outlines disap- 
peared and only rows of lights dotted the horizon. To 
the fore and flanke towering lighte designated the con- 
sorts of the valuable prize (nearly three-fourths of the 
United States Army). The transports endeavored to 
mamtain their allotted distances between ships and col- 
umns, but owing to the slowness of the side-wheelers the 
space was reduced from six and one-half knote to four 
and one-half knots, which made the voyage across the 
Gulf Stream and through St. Nicholas channel rather 
“rocky,” as the land éoldiers termed the heavy rolling 
of the held-in steamers, 

The Indiana took the lead after the expedition left 
Tortugas Light, and headed east, thus indicated Porto 
tico. The Detroit, four torpedo boats, the Osceola, 
Wompatuek and other war vessels appeared on the 
flanks. 

June 16.—This noon the Indiana’s course was changed 
Ek. SE., and ag all the transports in sight made a “right- 
oblique” speculations were that Matanzas or Cardenas 
was the objective point. Instead, the course an hour later 
showed that St. Nicholas channel was preferred to the 
broad Bahama coureée. 

June 17.—The transports are rolling along at énail 
speed without accidents. The Southern Cross is admired, 
as also the deep blue waters, and the continued cool- 
ing trade winds give zest to the monotony of ever “be- 
holding the same.” 

Some—not many—contributed in the usual way to Nep- 
tune. When the ships drifted “awaiting orders” the offi- 
cers and enlisted men took invigorating ewims. When 
the ships kept moving the ship’s hose was turned on rows 
of nude men, These “shower baths” were immensely 
beneficial. On the Cherokee, and presumably so on all 
the other ships, the men were instructed in the fire drill. 
When these “false alarms” were sounded all men not on 
detail took to their hgnks, for they had to choose between 
getting to bed and getting into the sea.

Such 
hospitality is seldom met with in the “ordinary” sump- 
tuous ‘headquarters. It gave the rain-soaked tramp- 
wearied correspondent an_ affecting —— to man’s 
nature, especially of the man’s who offe his earthly 
seat.after his body’s contact had absorbed the moisture 
of the mudpuddle. How bliseful such weleome would 
have been to the almost collapsed stomach had the 
aromas of frying bacon and hardtack scented the soggy 
atmosphere instead of the odors ef the steaming leather 
and woolens permeating Gen. Wheeler's headquarters. 

How the tent-fly was secured is a mystery, for in my 
wanderings about the front it was the only luxury 
found. The field hospitals are barren the same, and the 
officers have not the actual necessities. But why? 

To-day the troops were mustered, and with the excep- 
tion of Lieut. Parker’s Gatling gun detachment not a 
set of muster rolls are found, as all camp essentials were 
ordered left aboard ship.

This battery is now finely located on a hill overlook- 

ing Santiago ready to make a dash for their works on 

the morrow, and fully ex to be in possession of the 

city by next Saturday. The Spanish lines consist of a 

series of blockhouses about feet apart. These are 

mounted with rapid-fire guns and connected by rifle pits 
and trenches deep enough to conceal a man to his arm- 
sits, thus enabling them to shoot over level ground. 

Sarbed wire is tangled from blockhouse to blockhouse at 

varying heights with fallen trees and jungle growth, 

The battery men are furnished with pincers to cut and 

draw the wire aside in order that infantry may charge.

Capt. Best with his battery has just taken an 
advanced position. Our usual fare was varied to-day by 
mangoes sugared. 


COMMENCEMENT OF THE FINAL OPPRATIONS. 


July 1, 6 p. m.—We broke camp at 4 p. m,. Friday, 
reaching La Pucha, the Spanish outposts, three hours 
later, the Spaniards falling back into the jungles where 
they keep up a constant fire on our men, sparing neither 
wounded or those ministering to them. Grimes’s bat- 
tery opened the ball on the advanced Spanish ition 
at 1,400 yards, drawing the fire cf a Spanish battery. 
They used only smokeless powder, making it difficult 
to locate them. 

As only the small arms of our Army are provided with 
this our men were dreadfully exposed, the first fire kill- 
ing a number of horses of the 2d Cavalry, endangered 
the Gatlings, killing and wounding several in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. Grimes lost two killed, five 
wounded and five prostrated with the heat. It took 
him an hour to silence the battery, when he rested his 
men, burying the two privates, Underwood and Helm. 

At 2 p. m. he opened fire on the town of San Juan, 
when a battery there opened a villainous fire on him. 
We were in front then and saw that he silenced it. 

Parker then placed three Gatlings where they com- 
manded a blockhouse on the crest of the hill in front of 
the hospital which had eight Red Cross flags floating 
from it. In front of the blockhouse were riflepits 
manned with sharpshooters with Mausers. Soon the 6th 
and 13th with the Cavalry division of the Rough Riders 
made a dash to capture this blockhouse and hill, the 
Jist N. Y. Vols. supporting them, while one 10-barreled 
Gatling of the Parker Battery kept up a continuous 
fire upon the biockhouse. I tell you the music this made 
as the missiles flew out was fine. We got out of oil 
and the gun became so hot that the lead melted and 
ran, rendering the gun useless for a time.

t’s Battery got in on the right near the town and 
did fine work until bushwhackers made it too hot for 
him. He is a great, cool soldier in just the right place. 

Parkhurst’s Battery did splendid work last night and 
he has a wounded arm. Parker’s, Grimes’s Capron’s 
and Best’s Batteries did splendid work at El Caney yes- 
terday, Parkhuret’s going to the rear and shelling the 
woods to clear them of bushwhackers with good effect. 

The fleet banged away yesterday near Aguadores, de- 
stroying the works. It also shelled forte near Santiago. 
The line is now being strengthened by the 9th Mass. 
and 34th Ind., who came from Newport News on the 
Yale, reaching Siboney yesterday. How many of the 
poor boys will eat tack to-night? 

Terrible as war is at all times, and with the added 
heat and suffering here, it all pales before the unneces- 
sary suffering of our wounded, who are dragged six 
miles in Army wagons or walk that distance, enduring 
tortures a hundred-fold worse than the wounds, and 
our own people inflict this. The poor, brave men do not, 
however, complain. 

Whatever the reeult of this war, the credit for the 
terrible battles up the three miles of hills before San- 
tiago belongs to the Division and Brigade Commanders, 
with the Colonels and Majors under them. Brave, cool 
men, who knew there were blunders, yet courageously 
fought on, every man a hero. The 6th and 13th three 
times charged up a hill before San Juan, losing twenty 
men before they saw the enemy, who were in rifle-pits, 
with a perfect range, and not a shot was fired by the 
assaulting party until afternoon. Between the stone 
blockhouse and the 6th was a cleared space they had 
to cross, D and C Cos. were ordered to the front. 
Three lines of barbed wire fence had to be broken. 
Even while lines prepared to advance men fell dead 
and wounded. The splendid discipline of the 6th was 
evinced when Pvt. Brown saluted his Lieutenant as he 
held the wires apart for him to pass. A moment later 
he was shot dead. 

e two companies advanced firing, sometimes kneel- 
ing, sometimes lying down, then running forward. 
Then the whole regiment deployed on the firing line. A 
withering fire halted them. Again they reformed and 
advanced into the jaws of death. The men had been 
under fire from dawn without food or fresh water. 
One hundred were killed or wounded. Still a third 
time the depleted lines were formed, the dead line was 
seers me and fifty feet in front the Spaniards were seen 
eaving the trenches, the soldiers in blue filling their 
places as cheer after cheer filled the air. 

Among the killed was Capt. Wetherill, who had spent 
twenty-five years in the regiment. He crawled into the 
brush after recovering consciousness and was not found 
for several days. 

Monday, July 4, one mile east of Santiago, with Park- 
er’s Battery.—We are not celebrating the “day we cele- 
brate” other than resting from the terrible work of the 
Ist and 2d and caring for the brave men who fought 
inch by inch over the three miles before Santiago—hills 
to the left of us, hills to the right of us and from the 
rapid-fire guns an incessant shower of bullets and shrap- 
nel. Yesterday at noon orders came to cease firing for 
twenty-four hours. The flag of truce came down at 
noon to-day. Men again too position in rifle-pits with 
ammunition near, but the Spaniards have not fired, and 
we have since learned that the foreign Consuls have in- 
tervened to remove foreigners to a ty of safety. The 
latest fight was Saturday night, when the enemy tried 
to break our left center. The skirmishers caught them 
and the balls did go pit-a-pat until every gun was hot. 
The attack lasted forty minutes, and resulted in ad- 
vancing our lines and swinging left and right to more ad- 
vantageous positions. Our loss was small. The rapidity 
of shots was marvellous. 
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The truth is, our rear is without defence. Saturday 


night it looked as if the Army would be cut off, when 
the slaughter would have been dreadful. Qur men are 
patient and brave, but have had more than enough to 
Soceeenge them. The siege guns are not yet on the 
road. 

The plan of the battle jeopardized the safety of the 
entire Army. Many of the ns of the light batteries 
are unserviceable since the first day’s fight. The 7th, 
12th, 17th and 24th tramped ‘all night after a hard day’s 
fight at El Caney that might have been saved had they 
marched on the right rear flank and saved all from a 
rear attack. The attack was not made, but it is not 
nr to fight day and night and realize the dan- 
ger of it. 

“Teddy’s Terrors” are now supporting Parker’s Bat- 
tery, and are a tired lot of men, “in it for all time.” 
Maj. Lincoln, of the 10th, is badly but not fatall 
wounded. We are still without mail since June 14. Ai- 
though Headqua are provided with all possible com- 
forts, no effort is made to get mail to the commands, 
although letters would be more than food and drink to 


the men in the rifle-pite. 





July 5.—In spite of dreadful heat and daily raine not

THE FIGHTING AT SANTIAGO, 


A correspondent of the “Evening Post” says: “Gen. 
Lawton’s division on the right, Gen. Wheeler’s in the 
center and Gen. Kent’s at the extreme left made an al- 
most simultaneous attack on the Spanish outposts. Gen, 
Lawton’s object was to take Caney, Gen. Wheeler's to 
take the hill and blockhouse at San Juan, and Gen, 
Kent’s to make a demonstration against the Spanish po- 
sition at Aguadores, at the mouth of the San Juan 
River... Gen. Lawton. and Gen. Wheeler succeeded in 
their purpose, at a large cost of blood. The attack on 
Agu was also a success, considered solely as a 
demonstration, but the troops were soon withdrawn 
after being put in a very bad place, and after receiving 
support from the cruiser New York which was appar- 
ently wholly ineffective. The attacks on San Juan hil! 
and Caney were really brilliant engagements, in which 
every inch of space pring’ by the American poops was 
bravely fought for by them and bravely defended by 
the Spania The Americans fought with the disa:- 
vantage of a country in which it was extremely hard to 
bring up or move artillery or renew supplies of ammu- 
nition. The Spaniards had the further advantage of en- 
trenched positions and a carefully studied range for 
their guns. Most of the American troops had been 
marched many miles over a rough country and rocky 
or muddy roads in order to make the attack early on the 
morning of the Ist, and were tired and ill-fed. A ma- 
jority of them went under fire for the first time, but 
they were steadily under fire all day. Decimating losses 
were inflicted on them, but I have not heard of any 
ease of flinching or skulking on the part of any of our 
troops, Volunteers or Regulars, 

“I was fortunate enough to sce all of the Caney fight 
from the firing line. I was with the 17th Inf., of Gen, 
Chaffee’s brigade, and Gen. Lawton’s Division, At day- 
break we took a rough mountain path through some of 
the loveliest Cuban hilltops that ever were seen, Royal 
palms rose to great heights among the thickest, and 
mango trees, with glossy leaves and green and yellow 
fruit, were never out of sight. In all the hollowe there 
were running streams of clear water, which, of course, 
had to be forded. The path was a mere trail, through 
which the regiments passed in single file. The ground 
became muddy and slippery with the travel of so many 
feet; the sun came out fiercely, and, between the heat 
and the steepness of the path, walking became a fearful 
labor. Nevertheless the pace was increased rather than 
slackened. Many of the men were unable to endure it 
and fell out to rest. in the shade. 

“The 7th Regt. took a nearer path than the others and 
arrived first on the hills that command Caney. When 
we arrived the Tth had been sent forward to a stit! 
nearer hillock, where the regiment lay flat on its face, 
pouring a fierce fire down upon the village. Our com- 
manding officer, Lieut. Col. J. H, Haskell, had orders 
to support the 7th. In front of him was an open field, 
swept by the Spenish musketry fire from breastworks 
around the village. In advance: of hie regiment Col. 
Haskell stepped out into this open space, walking erect, 
without crouching or running. In another moment he 
fell to the earth. Lieut. Dickinson, who was with him, 
received a shot in his arm and came back for help 
The regiment crept along on hands and knees toward a 
lane that offered some shelter from the _ killing fire. 
Meantime Lieut. Hardaway and Lieut. Roberts called 
for five men to go out to get the Colonel, and five pri- 
vates stepped forward. Three of them were shot down 
in the open. The others pressed on, and with the officers 
brought back the Colonel. He had three bad wounds. 
Lieut. Dickinson, who again turned into the thick of the 
fire, received another and a fatal wound through his 
bedy. The wounded men were carried into a lane 
which ran straight toward the stone fort on the hill, and 
which, being depressed a little, afforded some shelter 
from the rain of lead, and into this lane the whole regi- 
ment filed, lying down with faces to the ridge. From 
this position, which looked straight down on the town, 
and which the regiment had to hold all day, the whole 
of the action on this side of Caney could be seen. The 
wounded Colonel lay on the ground, half naked, giving 
orders, half wanderingly, to his men. The wounded 
Lieutenant, who was dying, lay in a litter, and was 
wounded again in the knee as he lay there. Officers 
with orders passed up and down regardless of danger. 
The Major, O’Brien, now in command, walked the line 
coolly. The Regimental Surgeon, Maj. Ebert, ran up 
and down, applying ‘bandages and directing his Hospita: 
Stewards. e had two regiments to attend to—it is the 
poliey of the Medical Department to deprive the regi- 
ments of their garpnaee and send them to the division 
hospitals—and the had an operation to perform every 
ten minutes. 

“There the mypeene lay for about six hours, under fire 
all the time. The regiments poured their volley firing 
into the breastwork, apparently without effect. We 
were fighting an intrenched position with nothing but 
infantry. Bye and bye, however, the guns got a better 
position, and then they threw in shells at the fort which 
wrought some destruction. Little by little the Spanish 
in the fort, bravely fighting, came nearer their end, but 
it was not until the middle of the afternoon that their 
flag came down and the American flag went up. Mean- 
time we could see and hear the fire of Springfield mus- 
kets over that way, and knew that an American Vol- 
unteer regiment wae betraying its position with smoke 
powder, It was the 2d Mass., and it suffered heavily. 
Over that way, too, the 12th and 25th Regulars were 
hotly engaged. 

“The old fort was gone, but the breastworks in the 
town refused to surrender. Nothing appeared likely to 
dislodge this moving line of straw hats and blue uni- 
forms and dark faces. The fire of the Krag-Jorgen- 
sens, concentrated now on the breastwork, rose to a 
fierce, ceaseless, horribly vicious roar. And still the 
Spaniards kept on firing volleys which clipped the grass 
and leaves just above the level of our heads. All day 
long this went on, and all day the dead and wounded 
lay on tne line, intermingled with the living. There was 
no Cees of carrying them out through thie fire. 

“But at last the troops at the rear of the town grad- 
ually closed in. The fort was full of them now, and 
the men in it had the range of the town admirably. 
The fi from the breastwork fell so low that the doc- 
tor had litters made of poles and shelter-tent halves. 
and had the Colonel and the Lieutenant carried out to 
the field hospital over the hill. I went with the Colonel’s 
litter and from there to the stone fort on the hill, and 
as I crossed the open hollow to the crowded fort the 
balls from the breastwork sang vi ly about my ears. 
My path was ecattered thick with the dead and wounded 
of the 7th Regt., which had been here and there all day, 
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July 23, 1898. 
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fighting ceaselessly, and had lost 20 per cent. of its 


men. 

“The bead won, ont the town completely in our Bond 
ession, weary were gathered up, an er 
they had cowed” to eat a little hurdtack and 
pacon and filled their canteens with water, -were marched 
off over devious and various Cuban paths in the moon- 
light—marched all night long, to appear in the other 
wing of the order of battle, away over toward Santiago, 
next morning.” 


Gen. Worth said: “The conduct of our men in the 
battle of San Juan hill on July 1 is beyond all praise. 
| think I have seen a good deal of fighting, first and 
last, both in the last war and on the plaine, but I have 
no hesitancy in saying that the way the boys of the 
13th Regt. UI speak cf them particularly because I ob- 
served them more closely, and not with any intention of 
leaving out the others) charged the Spanish position that 
day in a manner that never has been surpassed. Every 
soldier was a force in himself, and the impetuosity and 
the daring simply was consummate. You talk about 
leading them; why, a man had to be a first-rate sprinter 
to keep up with them. They had their orders to take 
the place, and they went for it like a fire engine for a 
fire, and there was no power on earth but a bullet to 
stop them. As for bullets, there were plenty of them. It 
was a regular hailstorm of them, and they were well- 
directed bullets, too, as is proved by the number of our 
men who were killed and wounded.” 

Col. Worth had been in command of his brigade just 
before he was wounded. Col. Wikoff, 22d Inf., came 
on the field. He ranked Col. Worth and took command 
and Col. Worth resumed command of his regiment, Col. 
Smith, commanding the 13th, not being present. In less 
than ten minutes after Col. Wikoff had come on the 
field he was killed. Then Col. Worth resumed command 
of the Brigade, only to be wounded himself and suc- 
ceeded by Lieut. Col. Emerson H. Liscum, who was also 
wounded. The command of the 13th was taken by Maj. 
Philip H. Ellie. He was wounded and was succeeded 
by Capt. James Fornance, who was killed a few min- 
utes after taking command. Capt. Harry G. Cavenaugh 
then commanded the Regiment. Cavenaugh was wound- 
ed in the groin in the assault. Col. Worth was wounded 
twice in the right arm early in the engagement. One 
bullet pierced the arm iust above the elbow and the 
other just below the shoulder. He clutched his sword 
in his left hand and led his men to the fresh attack. 
Shortly after this Mauser bullets struck Col. Worth in 
the right and left breast. The bullets went clean 
through the body, leaving the Colonel all in a heap and 
unconscious on the field. Keller saw’ him fall and ran 
to his assistance. Col. Worth didn’t know what had 
happened until hie man Keller, who tells this story, 
brought him around and told him. 

Keller, in t ‘ling his story to the reporters, said: “But 
say! You just ought to have seen my little Colonel! 
About all you could see of him was his little goatee, 
sticking right out straight, a little gray hair under his 
campaign hat and the flash of his sword. He headed 
the procession as long as he could, and, I tell you, it was 
amazing pleasant to hear him say every now and then: 

“Just keep steady now, boys! Shoot when you see 
something to shoot at, and shoot quick! We'll teach 
those fellows a thing or two about this game they don’t 
know, and we'll be up in that blockhouse in a minute.’ 

“That kind of talk makes a fellow feel full of ginger 
and up to fighting for a week. And the Colonel was 
right. We did show ’em a few things they didn’t know 
anything about. When we started up that hill the first 
thing we struck was a barbed-wire fence. But it waen’t 
built as a white man builds a fence. The strands were 
so close together that we had to pry ’em apart with our 
fingers before we could use the wire-cutters. While we 
cut wires the Spaniards pumped lead into us, 

“It was mighty exasperating to have to stop and cut 
fences while the trees shook off bullets on us, but that 
was the game we were up against, and there was noth- 
ing to do but take our medicine, After what seemed 
about a lifetime we clambered over the top of the hill 
and rallied round the blockhouse, cheered the flag that 
somebody was waving, and that job was done. 

“When we caught our breath and had time to shake 
all around some of the boys looked for comrades they 
couldn’t find, San Juan wae their last fight, and they’re 
laid away now on the slope of the hill, under the trees 
that shot them full of holes. The Spaniards that 
couldn’t get down the other side of the hill fast enough 
stayed with us, and I guess they were glad they did. 
[hey got something to eat and were treated kindly, at 
which they seemed to be amazed. About all they could 
say was: 

“*You didn’t stop coming on at all, so, of course, we 
had to get out.’” 

Another witness saye: “The storm of bullets was so 
terrible that living men could not have gone against it 
for more than half a minute or so at a time. But we 
gained a few yards at every rush, and kept on that 
way until we reached the trenches and drove the Span- 
iards out. You could not see our men fall, for when 
shot clear through they would stumble on with the others 
until we all went down together. But every time we 
jumped to our feet we left some lying flat on their 
aces. 


_Varioue accounts agree in the statement that on our 
side the orders were not to shoot until they saw eome- 
thing to shoot at. Hence our fire, if less terrific, 
was more effective. A Rough Rider, Pvt. Charles T. 
Bull, the famous Harvard oarsman, said of the first 
fight, in which his troop lost eo heavily: “My troop was 
hot in a position to see the Spaniards, and orders were 
ziven_not to fire until we saw something to shoot at. 
'he Spaniards could see us all right, and their sharp- 
shooters were giving it to ue fast and warm from the 
cocoanut trees. Finally one of the troopers got his eyes 
on a sharpshooter. I saw the first bullet from my car- 
bine go, with half a dozen others, sizzling up into that 
tree, and down came the sharpshooter epread out like a 
wounded crane. After that we watched the trees close- 
y, and whenever we saw the tall grass in front of us 
move or noted anything unusual in the trees we would 
turn loose for keeps.”

‘Ying in one of the trenches. About eight feet to my 
left wag the French Military Attache, occupying a some- 
what exposed position. Between the Attache and me 
was a member of my company. Disdaining to lie down 
and hungry for a smoke, he reached into his pocket and 
took out a clay pipe and some tobacco. He had just 
lighted the pipe and taken a few whiffs when a Mauser 
bullet eli the stem close to his mouth.

A wounded member of the 41st N. Y¥. Inf. saye: “As 
the Americans pressed on and the fighting became more 
furious, every man in the 7ist lost his nervousness. It 
was the firet experience under fire for most of them. 
Their eagerness to spoil ammunition alone betrayed th:s 
fact. Some of the more critical Regulars say that the 
Spaniards hung out dummies over their rifle pits for 
the 7ist to shoot at. Some obullete may have been 
wasted, but those same rifle pits were filled with dead 
pa te before the two days’ battle was ended. The 
10th Cav. wae alongside the 71st, and the two regiments, 
black and white, soon became much mixed up. Volun- 
teers and Regulars fought with the same daring, the 
same persistence, and when the Tiet charged up a hill 
and captured a gun with a dozen prisoners the blacks 
chee them to the echo.” 


In the assault on the Spanish lines at San Juan the 
troops were obliged to form on a trail so narrow as to 
permit of no more than three men abreast. The grass 
on the hill was three feet high and was fairly networked 
with barbed wire fences, some as high as seven feet, 
others only a foot high and hidden in the grass, intended 
evidently to trip the men. The nippers provided for cut- 
ting wire on the higher fences did not work in many in- 
stances, and the men were driven to using the Cuban 
machetes to hack the posts down. In addition to these 
obstacles there were four or five streams which had to 
be forded. The last wire fence encountered was within 
ten feet of the Spanish rifle-pits on the crest of the hill. 
These pits were five feet deep and three feet wide. The 
fire of the Spanish sharpshooters againet the officers 
was so severe that: 35 were lying killed or wounded 
within sight. Other officers, seeing that the fire was es- 
pecially directed against them, tore off their shoulder- 
straps, seized rifles from fallen men, put on cartridge 
belts and in this disguise led their men. 

Some of the representatives of our daily newspapers 
who visited our wounded returned from Santiago 
found that the soldiere of the Regular Army were in- 
clined to think that perhaps the newspapers made rather 
too much of the Volunteers and just a trifle too little 
of the Regulars, but they were d-natured about it. 
“I suppose,” said Pvt. Beatty, “that you write your 
ieces where they'll do the most good, but we don’t kick. 
Still, you know, the Regulars ain’t men that just shoot 
at so much a oe They fight for the a as well as 
the Volunteers. ut we've got no kick with the Volun- 
teers. There’s plenty of good stuff in them, and they 
show it. I saw men that I wouldn’t hire to do a day's 
work fight in a way that any man might be proud of. 
Now, there’s Roosevelt. There isn’t anything like him 
but himself. We all call him Teddy. He wae right in the 
thick of every scrap, and when one was.over he was 
snorting around looking for more. _.™ he continued, 
laughingly, “all the high big-wigs in Washington may 
talk what they please about peace, but I'll pet when the 
war is over that the last boat.load of soldiers will be 
waiting until Teddy finishes some fight that he’s in.” 

The New York “Sun” says: “The truth is, and don’t 
let any too modest American or cynical foreigner imag- 
ine that we epeak in a mood of bravado, that the Amer- 
ean Navy is the best, man for man, on the globe. The 
Regular Army is the very flower of the world’s sol- 
diery.

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THE QUESTION OF CALIBERS. 


Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

In connection with your remarks (editorial, June 28) 
on the subject of the caliber of small arms, attention is 
invited to the following extracts from a letter of Capt. 
Thomas Sharp, 17th U. 8S. Inf., which appeared in the 
issue of the “Pittsburg Chronicle and Telegraph,” on the 
9th ult. He says: 

“An officer of one of the staff departments of the 
Army, at my request, has furnished me with useful in- 
formation in connection with the subject of the ballistic 

roperties of our small arms. He states that in review- 
ing the subject of caliber for small arms, the military in- 
formation division, War Department, Adjutant Gener- 
al’s Office notes (No. 8), of 1896 series, shows that ‘the 
smaller States, which have but recently re-armed their 
infantry, have adopted smaller calibers than the great 
military powers, whose armament ante-dates the former 
by several years. Should calibers of smaller dimensions 

rove a decisive superiority over those now employed by 

ermany (7.9 cam, France (8 mm.) and Russia (7.62 
mm.), etc., nothing, of course, will be allowed by these 
nations to stand in the way of a re-armament with the 
most approved infantry weapons. 

“ “How far further reduction in caliber will go, it is im- 
possible to foretell at this time, but it may be stated that 
voices from various quarters begin to make themselves 
heard against any further reduction of caliber.’ 

“It has been held, and not incorrectly, by those who 
favor the reduction of the caliber to the lowest practi- 
cable figure, that with troops equally skilled and dis- 
ciplined, but differently armed, the number of adversar- 
ies struck must increase with the number of cartridges 
carried, and that, other things being ognet, if in place of 
considering the rapidity of fire during the very short mo- 
ment m a fraction of an organization executes a 
rapid fire with a few cartridges, we look at the rapidit 
of fire during a battle, the force of an extended line will

This will in all 
of the outcomes of the war, and thus it 
ber question will settle itself, without the intervention of 

s and committees. The hour has passed for fur- 
ther experiment or discussion. 

We quite agree with our correspondent in thinking 
that the time has passed for further experiment or dis- 
cussion, but the time is propitious for determining what 
is the one caliber for small arms to which all branches 
of the military should be compelled to conform. If the 
experiences of the war should bring the differing ex- 
perts to one common conclusion as to what that caliber 
should be we shall be glad to record the miracle, but 
concerning it we are just now in the agnostic’s frame of 
mind. Our correspondent, who is as competent as any 
man to express an opinion, does not dispute our state- 
ment as to the importance of having a single caliber.

THE SURRENDER OF SANTIAGO. 


Our readers have been kept advised of the military 
events leading up to the actual surrender of Santiago 
city and the province of the same name, which com- 
prises something like 5,000 square miles of the eastern 
end of Cuba. Even after the city was completely in- 
vested by our Army and the hopelessness of successful 
defence was conceded by Gen. Toral, Commander of 
Santiago, the Spaniards still endeavored to interpose 
obstacles and as much delay as possible, in order to 
secure better conditions than “unconditional surren- 
der.” The firmness of the President and the skilful 


straightforwardness of Gens. Miles and Shafter finally 
triumphed and precisely at noon, July 17, the American 
flag went up over the Governor’s palace, and in the 
name of the United States Government Gen. Shafter 
took possession of the Capital of the eastern depart- 
ment of Cuba. From either a historic or military point 
of view the oceasion was a most memorable one. When 
it is remembered that Santiago is the largest city of 
Hastern Cuba, that it was founded by Velasquez in 1514, 
that it was for a long time the capital of the “Queen of 
the Antilles,” and that save a short time succeeding 
1553 when it was captured by the French and speedily 
ransomed, it has always been under Spanish dominion. 

From the various accounts we gather the following: 

On Saturday, July 16, the terms and conditions of 
surrender being fully settled, Gen. Shafter sent word 
to the Spanish Commander that at 9 o’clock on the 
following morning, July 17, he would formally take 
possession of the city. ng before this hour the head- 
quarters of the various commanding officers were the 
scene of unusual activity. As the hour of 9 o’clock ap- 
proached, Gen. Shafter mounted his horse and in com- 

any with Gens. Wheeler, Lawton, Kent, Chaffee, 

oung, Sumner, Hawkins, Bates, Woods, Ludlow, 
Breckenridge, Ames, Garcia and their staffs, together 
with a large number of other officers, rode down toward 
Santiago. Two mounted troops of the Second Cavalry 
commanded by Capt. Lloyd M. Britt, acted as escort. 
When the cavalcade emer; from the gap where a good 
view of Santiago could had, . Toral and his 
staff, escorted by 100 infantry, were seen eme g from 
the city. As the two commanders moved slowly to- 
ward each other, the adjacent highlands soon became 
covered with the soldiers and officers of the conquered 
and conquering armies. Gen. Shafter and Gen. Toral 
met about half way between the lines. As the two 
Commanders neared each other they rode slightly in 
advance of their attending officers and as they a 
proached within speaking distance each simultaneously 
drew rein. As they lifted their hats every head on both 
sides was bared in honor of their Commanders. Gen. 
Shafter’s escort then deployed and presented sabres and 
the Spanish Infantry responded by presenting arms. 
Each General then dismounted and after exchanging 
salutations, Gen. Shafter, in a spirit of generous cour- 
tesy, took from the hand of Lieut. Miley the sword and 
‘spurs of Gen. Vora del Rey, who died bravely defending 
El Caney, and presented them to Gen. Toral. The 
Spanish Gommander was naturally much affected by 
this chivalrous action, and thanking the American Gen- 
eral, handed these to Col. Fontana, his Chief of Staff. 

Gen. Shafter then announced that he was ready to 
receive the surrender of the city under the terms of 
capitulation previously agreed upon. Gen. Toral, speak- 
ing in Spanish, then said: 

“IT deliver up the city and qrovince of Santiago de 
Cuba into the authority of the United States.” 

Gen. ‘Toral then made a motion as if to offer up his 
sword, but this was instantly checked by Gen. Shafter. 

The Spanish officers presented arms and Gen. Shafter, 
replying, said: 

“I receive the city in the name of the Government 
of the United States.” 

Gen. Toral and the members of his staff were intro- 
duced to the principal American officers, and so the for- 
mal surrender was complete. 

After some minor details were arranged concerning 
the movement of the troops on each side, Gens. Shafter 
and ‘Toral rode side by side back to the surrendered city. 

The Governor’s palace is near the center of the town. 
_On reaching this the two Generals dismounted. The 
grand reception hall had been prepared for the occa- 
sion. Here again in the presence of the Governor of 
the province, Leonardo Rose, the Mayor, Gabriel Ferrer, 
and Chief of Police Gutieras and 50 minor city officials, 
Gen. Toral formally turned over the city to n. Shaf- 
ter. During these impressive ceremonies the venerable 
Archbishop of Santiago came in through the arched en- 
trance, accompanied by four priests robed in white, 
When he was presented to Gen. Shafter he bowed cour- 
teously and expressed his gratification that further 
bloodshed had been averted. 

Just as the Cathedral bell pealed out the hour of noon 
Lieut. John D. Miley, 1st Lieut. 5th Art., went to the 
top of the palace carrying the American flag, and with 
two other officers bent it to the halyards, ran it to the 
top of the flagstaff and sent its colors flying to the 
breeze. 

By this time the whole large plaza in front of the 
palace was crowded with people; every nearby house 
held its compliment of eager faces, and as the flag 
untwined its folds the military band struck up “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” all hats were lifted and shouts 
of “Viva los Americanos” rang out from Spanish throats 
in unison with the universal chorus of cheers from the 
soldiers for the “Red, White and Blue.” 

By this time the hillsides were fairly alive with troops, 
almost delirious with joy. Salvos of artillery several 
times during the morning had been fired from the va- 
rious batteries along the lines and this flag-raising 
seemed to be the culminating point of the universal pa- 
triotic fervor. It was in fact eight miles of solid vocif- 
erous enthusiasm, as far as the eye could reach, and 
beyond the boys were standing on the crest of the 
trenches dancing, singing, swinging their caps, shouting 
themselves hoarse. 

Gen. Shafter and the other Generals were noisily re- 
membered. Everybody indeed seemed to be cheering 
for everybody else, until for a while it seemed as though 
nobody: would have any throat left. 

Of couree this exuberent patriotism finally quieted 
down. “ Gen. Shafter and those that accompanied him 
returned to camp and soldiers were assigned to patrol 
duty in the city. 

One unexpected and certainly tifying thing is the 
ready fraternization of the Spanish and American sol- 
diers. The surrender was hardly completed before the 
troops on both sides were exchanging courtesies with 
the greatest good nature. Men who only so lately had 
been fighting like demons shook hands with cordial 
friendliness. The Spaniards brought nts of wine 
and the Americans “hardtack,” and both feasted to- 
gether in the trenches. Our soldiers were greatly dis- 
appointed in not finding any tobacco in Santiago. The

Lieut. Maury Nichols, of the 7th Inf., who was shot 
in the left foot in the trenches before Santiago, and 
who is now in the Roosevelt Hospital, in a conversation 
with a “Sun” reporter, thus speaks of the wounds in- 
flicted by the Krag-Jorgensen rifles: 

“Many of the bullets from our Krag-Jorgensen rifles 
had rebounded from the stone walls of a church and 
made frightful wounds. The wounds were all much 
worse than ours from the Mauser bullets. Out on the 
road, where we had picked off the retreating Spaniards, 
we found the dead terribly cut up by our bullets. The 
Krag-Jorgensen behaved admirably. It is not quite as 
ra as the Mauser, but it is more powerful. The 
men had no trouble with their guns, despite the fact 
that some of them were rusty from the sea voyage and 
e . I would rather face Mausers than any other 
ri at Santiago, but the Springfields are the most 
deadly. They made frightful wounds. We had no Vol- 
unteers with us, so we didn’t see any of the firing 
the Springfields.”

“I do not think that the machine gun will ever wholly 
replace the shoulder rifle,” said Mr. Hudson Maxim, in 
conversation with a representative of the “Army and 
Navy Journal,” “but will always be employed as an 
independent arm, and supplementary to the shoulder 
arm. The present magazine rifle comes as near being 
a machine gun as there is any necessity for in the hands 
of each private soldier. The rapidity of fire of the 

resent magazine shoulder rifle could not be materially 
nereased without making the arm automatic, and this 
could not be accomplished without making the gun much 
heavier and more complicated, as well as requiring more 
skill in its manipulation and care. The machine gun 
has a sphere of usefulness quite independent of the 
magazine shoulder rifle. One of the chief advantages 
of the machine gun is that it serves as its own range 
finder. With the automatic gun it is only necessary to 
direct the stream of bullets upon the target as desired, 
guided by the striking bullets upon the earth or the 
surface of water, exactly as a stream of water may 
be directed from a hose pipe. For repelling a charge 
or clearing a thicket of an enemy the machine gun pos- 
sesses enormous advantages over the shoulder rifle.”

The tests of a 6-inch Krupp armor plate manufactured 
by the pareege Steel gy which took place at 
Indian Head Proving Ground, July 13, resulted in the 
greater success, and is believed to have proved, so far as 
it went, the superiority of Krupp armor to any yet bal- 
listically tested either at home or abroad. With a strik- 
ing velocity of from 2.021 to 2.350 feet per second the 
penetration of the three Carpenter projectiles fired was 
from two and a half to six inches fragment of the last 
shell penetrating the plate and lodging in the backing. 
Examination of the plate showed absolutely no cracks, 
a remarkable showing, when it is understood that the 
impacts were only eight inches apart. Ordnance ex- 
perts gave the plate a merit mark of 1.71. A Krupp 
plate manufactured by the Creusot works, of France, 
and recently tested, which was considered a remarkable 
plate, was given a merit mark of 1.41. It was then de- 
termined to attack the plate with a capped armor pierc- 
ing projectile A Carpenter shell fitted with a copper 
cap was fired, with a striking velocity of 1,984 feet per 
second. The shell struck the target midway between 
the first and second impacts. There was a complete 
perforation of the plate and backing, but the projectile 
could have done no damage. It made a clean hole eight 
inches in diameter, and was then broken. 


We have no more useful, no more devoted and indus- 
trious public servants than our Army Surgeons, and to 
them be all praise for the work they have done during 
the past month in alleviating the sufferings of our gal- 
lant soldiers.

Maj. Henry M. Adams, C. E., who has charge of 
the mine fields in New York Harbor, has received from 
Gen. Wilson, Chief of Engrs., authorization to remove 
or explode the mines, as he thinks best, in any channels 
under his supervision where the interests of commerce 
demand the removal. He is directed, however, to leave 
in position the cables, junction boxes, anchors and case- 
mate appliances, so that mines may be planted imme- 
diately upon telegraphic instructions from Washington. 
The work of removing some of the mines began July 15. 
The same general directions have been issued by Gen. 
Wilson, Chief of Engrs., to all Engineer officers having 
charge of harbor mines.

Imagine their feelings sitting there, longing 
to be with their regiments, knowing others would win 
the honors that should have been theirs, and—feel sad 
with me for a moment—to think that two such brave 
and worthy men should have been treated in this way. 
They were to leave on the 9th for Cuba, and to what 
purpose? To come in after the fight is.over, after all 
the laurels are won, to see men their juniors, even their 
own Lieutenant Colonels, made Brigadier Generals, for 
being in their places. Knowing all this, I am sure that 
you will agree with me in that perhaps their part in the 
battle was the hardest to fight, but they have come out 
with honor, God bless them, and it is but another proof 
that ‘the race is not always to the swift nor the battle 
to the strong.’ ” 

Maj. Gen. Shafter, as a prudential measure, requested 
that his troops be not paid for the present, as the dis- 
tribution of more than $1,000,000 might tend to partial 
demoralization. The request was granted. 

We are glad to learn that Maj. James M. Bell, 1st U. 
S. Cavy., one of our mounted officers, is comfortably 
situated at the hospital at Fort Wadsworth, Staten 
Island, and is well taken care of.

The story in Washington is that after Gen. Miles had 
called upon the War Department for the orders for 
Porto Rico, which failed to teach him in due season, 
diligent search was made, and the orders were feund in 
one of the waste-baskets of the Department, which ap- 
parently serves the same useful purpose as the cat in an 
editorial office. The fewer and briefer the orders from 
Washington and the wider the discretion given to an 
officer in the field, the greater our chances of success. 

Our correspondent onre: “I was over to see Cervera at 
Annapolis this week (Monday). He has a soft snap and 
no mistake. If the Government would take half the 
pains to care for its soldiers (the wounded ones, 73 
cially) that it does for its prisoners, things would be dif- 
ferent.” 

The “harmony” between the Army and Navy is not 
spelled with a capital H. it keeps the President busy 
patching up truces between our brave soldiers and sail- 
ors, and all goes well until there is a prize to distribute.

The Quartermaster General’s Department is going 
to put on each of the are supply ships an officer, either 
of the Quartermaster General’s or Commissary Gen- 
eral’s Department, who shall have charge of the Gov- 
ernment property on board and who will also pay the 
crew. These officers will remain with the ship and be 
responsible for the property. Thus far these selections 
have been made in the list of Quartermaster’s ships: 
Panama, Capt. W. P. Williams, A. Q. M. Vols.; Mo- 
hawk, Capt. C. L. Fenton, A. 2. M. Vols.; Berlin, Capt. 
W. M. Coulling, A. Q. M. Vols.; Massachusetts, Capt. 
J.C. Read, C. S. and A. A. Q. M.. 

Gen. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, saye 
regarding the report as to the increase of rifles: “We 
have not manufactured any Springfield rifles for the last 
thirty years. I commenced four or five months ago to 
increase the ppechigers and output of the Government 
service rifle (Krag-Jorgensen, misnamed), and will have 
these made as fast as possible. We will probably 
change some of the arms a little later, as soon as our 
troops have some experience. That is all there is to it.” 

The reported “break” of Gen. Garcia with Gen. Shaf- 
ter has stirred up a hornets’ nest here. Secretary Alger 
tells me (at noon Friday) he has received no word on 
the subject. Gen. Shafter is generally criticised and is 
likened to a bull in a china shop. Navy people are mad 
about his treatment of Sampson and Congressmen are 
saying sharp things about him. 

We learn that Lieut. Gen. Schofield, U. 8S. A., who is 
now at Bar Harbor, when called upon by the Presi- 
dent for advice, recommended at an early stage of the 
war that operations should be directed against Porto 
Rico. He supported his argument in favor of this action 
by private letters from leading military authorities all 
over the world. Gen. Schofield advised leaving Cuba 
alone until fall. The plan at that time was to send 
10,000 men to Havana and 5,000 to Santiago without 
delay. The total of these two forces have had quite 
enough to do at Santiago alone, Experience has dis- 
pelled some of the delusions which prevailed at the be- 
ginning of the war among those who had not taken pains 
to study the actual facts of the situation; To us the 
advisability of proceeding against Porto Rico rather than 
Cuba during the summer was so apparent that we as- 
sumed that this would be the line of neties: The neces- 
sity of putting an end to Cervera’s squadron has turned 
our Army aside for a time from the correct line of oper- 
ations which is now to be resumed. There is no haste 
about Cuba. The Spaniards have put forth their ut- 
most strength there already, and will gain nothing by 
delay. Events may save us from the necessity of re- 
peating our experiences at Santiago in front of Havana 
and on a larger scale.

Gen. Calixto Garcia, commanding the Cuban forces 
heretofore co-operating with Gen. Shafter, has written 
a long letter to Gen. Shafter, in which he complains that 
he has not been treated with courtesy in matters con- 
cerning which he gives particulars. He was not noti- 
fied of the surrender of Santiago nor invited to repre- 
sent the Cuban army on that occasion, and the control 
of the city has been left in the hands of the Spanish 
authorities instead of being turned over to the Cubans. 
In conclusion, Gen. Garcia says: “A rumor, too ab- 
surd to be believed, General, ascribes the reason of your 
measures and of the orders forbidding my army to enter 
Santiago to fear of massacres and revenge against the 
Spaniards. Allow me, sir, to protest against even the 
shadow of such an idea. We are not savages, ignoring 
the rules of civilized warfare. We are a poor, ragged 
army—fs ragged and as poor as was the army of your 
forefathers in their noble war for independence, but, 
as did the heroes of Saratoga and Yorktown, we respect 
too deeply our cause to disgrace it with barbarism and 
cowardice. 

“In view of all these reasons, I sincerely regret to be 
unable to fulfill any longer the orders of my Govern- 
ment, and therefore I have tendered to-day to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Cuban Army, Maj. Gen, Maximo 
Gomez, my resignation as commander of this section of 
our army.” 

It is best to wait until the reply Gen. Shafter is pre- 
poring is made public before commenting on this let- 
ter. Why does not Gen. Garcia concentrate his Cubane 
and take Havana. Before the war began we were told 
that all the Cubans needed to drive the Spaniards out of 
Cuba was such recognition from the United States as 
they have now received. If they wil! undertake this 
task they will be assisted in every possible way by our 
Government to enable them to accomplish it.

The Norwich University af Vermont, which is presided 
over by a retired officer of the Navy, Comdr. Brown, 
obviously appreciated the fitness of things when they 
conferred upon Adml, Dewey the degree of Master of 
Military Science.

The question of calibers is discussed with much abil- 
ity and professional knowledge in an article appearing 
elsewhere in this number. If it is found necessary to 
reduce the charge of the Navy bullet to 112 grains, as 
suggested in the article referred to by our correspondent, 
it is to provide for a shorter bullet and thus reduce the 
rifle twist so as to lessen the pressure which increases 
fearfully with the reduction of calibers and elongation 
of the bullet estimated in calibers. It has probably 
been found that the mechanism of the Lee rifle will not 
stand the strain put upon it with the 135 grain bullet. 
We hope that the expectations of our correspondent wil! 
be realized and that the experience of our present war 
will lead to the adoption of a uniform caliber for al! 
branches of the military service. When it comes to a 
question of the survival of the fittest we doubt whether 
the present Lee rifle will be found enduring the test. 
The question of small arms is one in which the Army 
should have the controlling voice, as the arm of the serv- 
ice having the largest experience with it, and in the 
Army the judgment of the men actually witnessing the 
effect of small arms fire sould have precedence. The 
theoretical problems have been thoroughly considered by 
our Ordnance Department in that painstaking spirit of 
investigation that characterizes them. To their conclu- 
sions should now be applied tae experiences of battle. 
We have had opportunities now to test four different 
small arms, the Krag-Jorgensen, the Mauser, the Lee 
and the old Springfield. We shall be glad if such of our 
readers as have had opportunity to observe their several 
excellencies or deficiencies will favor us with the facts 
determined by their observation.

A correspondent of the New York “Sun,” in a letter 
to that paper headed “The Regulars Are All Right,” 
says: “What would have become of the ‘rough riders’ 
at La Quasina had it not been for the Regulars? Was 
it Volunteers or Regulars that took the fortifications on 
San Juan Heights, where man after man was shot down 
only to have the vacancy he left refilled by his comrade? 
Would El Caney have been taken had it not been for 
the stubborn charges made by the 22d Inf. in the face of 
a veritable storm of bullets? Some of our citizens have 
a vague idea that a soldier in the Regular service is 
merely a salaried automaton, paid to be shot, a some- 
thing beneath them. Instead of honoring their country’s 
defender they would shun him. Now, of course, it is 
different. Every one extends the soldier the glad hand, 
but how will it be after the cessation of hostilities? 
Precisely the same as before. A man that offers his 
services to his country, whether in peaceable or tumult- 
uous times, deserves the respect of the people. He en- 
lists to learn how te protect and uphold the nation and 
its constitution, and not as the prevailing idea would 
seem to indicate, to have an easy time of it.” 
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THE NEW GOVERNMENT OF SANTIAGO. 

An admirable proclamation was issued on July 18 by 
President McKinley, giving instructions to Gen. Shafter 
for the government of the newly captured province of 
Santiago. The people are assured of protection in their 
homes, employments and personal and religious rights. 
The President says: “Under this changed condition of 
things the inhabitants, so long as they perform their du- 
ties, are entitled to security in their persons and prop- 
erty and in all their private rights and relations,” 

All existing civil and municipal laws and regulations 
are continued in force in so far as they are not in con- 
flict with the new order of things. Notwithstanding this 
liberal and wise arrangement, the people are distinctly 
warned that any attempt to abuse these privileges will 
be met by the most vigorous repressive measures. 

All Government property, all arms and supplies, mu- 
uitions of war, public funds and securities, will pas» 
into the hands of the military power of the United 
States Government. Public means of transportation, 
telegraph lines may, in case of necessity, be held for 
wilitary use. Churches, school buildings, or those de- 
voted to the arts and sciences, will be protected and 
all intentional defacement of such buildings or of his- 
torical monuments, archives, works of art or science 
is strictly prohibited. Private property taken for the use 
of the Army is to be paid for in cash, when possible, at 
\ fair valuation, and when this is not practicable re- 
ceipts are always to be given. All ports in the actual 
possession of our land or naval forces are at once to be 
opened to the commerce of all neutral nations, and all 
not contraband of war will be admitted at the rate of 
duty in foree at the time of the importation.

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THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST SANTIAGO. 


The full history of the campaign against Santiago, 
which has just terminated with such glorious results, is 
one that cannot yet be written. Like every great epoch 
aking military movement it must wait for full official 
reports, together with all the side lights that thousands 
of observant unofficial witnesses can bring; and, in the 
completed picture for that just perspective which only 
time and distance afford. 

lhe most that can now be done is to winnow the not 
ilways easily separated “wheat” from the abundant 
“chaff” that comes to us from enterprising and we fear 
we must add “inventive” newspaper correspondence. 
rom such materials, to piece out a mosaic that shall 
fairly outline the truth, is no easy task. The most 
skilled and painstaking artist cannot always be certain 
that the “tessarae” he uses are real and not imitation 
gems, 

Out of the almost endless store of incidents and “side 
lights” which the campaign around Santiago affords, 
we glean a few that appear worthy of attention to add 

those included in the letter of our own correspon- 
dent. Many of them come from “home letters” from 
“the boys”—letters not written for publication, and on 
that very account perhaps quite as likely to bear the 
stamp of truth. The “Tarrytown Press-Record” of 
July 15 contains quite a number of these interesting 
uissives. One of these private soldiers, Geo. A. Pratt, 
of the Tist New York, says: 

“Friday morning we were called out to fight. Roose- 
velt’s men got in a muss and were reinforced by the ist 
and 10th U, 8. Cavalry. We were called as reserves. 
We made a forced march of about 5 miles, the first 
ile being almost exactly like sealing the Palisades. 
Many were prostrated by the awful heat. We are 





stripped for battle, and only tents, ponchos and a few 
personal effects are carried. Each man has 200 rounds 
of ammunition and 5 days’ rations.” 

‘Young Mr. Patterson has evidently heard some un- 
complimentary camp fire “talk” about this same “Rough 
Riders” engagement. He says: 

“Roosevelt’s Rough Riders placed too much confidence 
in themselves, mainly for notoriety, which was a sad 
mistake, as they lined in a skirmish fight and found 
they were fighting their own men, killing seven and 
wounding several.” : 

As to the general character of the fighting, Henry R. 
O’Malley of Co. B, 8th Inf., who has been ten years in 
the U. 8. A., and who was formerly a member of the 
Cape mounted police in the Zulu war of 1879-81, and 
who was wounded in the right arm at the storming 
of El Caney, is reported by the “Sun” as saying: 

“I never saw such hot fighting as at Santiago. The 
2d Massachusetts and the 8th were in about the hot- 
test place at our end of the line,” he said. “The Volun- 
teers showed perfect discipline, and fired in volleys un- 
til they were stopped because of the smoke from their 
Springfields. But the colored troops carried off the 
palm. They were cheered heartily by the other regi- 
ments, and that means a good deal, for it is seldom that 
Regulars cheer one another. As for the heat, I have 
been on a target range in North Dakota when it was 
fully as hot as any weather we experienced at San- 
tiago.”

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TAMPA TO BE ABANDONED AS A CAMP. 


When the Government was selecting suitable places for 
Florida camps, the “Army and Navy Journal” ventured 
to suggest that while Tampa had some advantages of 
position with reference to the transportation of troops 
its sanitary surroundings and its past history were not 
reassuring, and that other and much more desirable 
points might be found in the higher central plateau that 
runs through the State. Florida has suffered from sev- 
eral epidemics of yellow fever, and when it came, Tampa 
unfortunately has always had its full share of the dis- 
ease. There are plenty of other places that, because of 
perfect drainage, pure water, and, for Florida, a high 
altitude and general good sanitary conditions, have al- 
ways been exempt from yellow fever, and presumably 
will always remain so. 

Of course there is no particular pleasure in saying, “I 
told you so,” but the recent announcement that Tampa 
is to be abandoned as a general rendezvous, and camp 
site is only what every man familiar with Florida 
could have readily foreseen. It is to be hoped that this 
blunder will not be repeated. 

It is gratifying to note in this connection that Surg. 
Gen. Van Reypen, of the Navy, states that no reports 
have come as to any cases of yellow fever among the 
naval forces at or near Santiago. The garrison at 
Guantanamo has been equally exempt, which appears to 
be due to the fact that the officers are able to enforce 
sanitary regulations among the Marines with much more 
strictness than is possible among Volunteers, or even 
among Regular soldiers. No Marines, for example, 
would dare drink anything but distilled water, which is 
supplied on the ships, on pain of punishment. No pro- 
miscuous intercourse with the vagrant Cubans is per- 
mitted, and in various other ways the danger of infec- 
tion is avoided. It is a pity that the same rigid sanitary 
rules, cannot be spread over the Army. 

Everybody who knows anything about it is aware that 
this yellow fever business is a very serious matter. It 
was a grave, and probably will prove to be costly blun- 
der, in permitting the refugees from Santiago to escape 
from the city and mingle more or less freely with our 
troops. Humanity is all right, of course, but it was a 
sad and cruel perversion of charity to permit these 
starved and pest laden people to bring their infected 
persons and clothing among healthy troops. No doubt 
the Spaniards knew exactly what they were about in 
sending them to burden our charity and inflict an in- 
sidious and deadly blow on our investing force. That the 
blow was not more carefully warded off is one of those 
grave blunders that are clear enough after it is too late 
to avoid them, but to which even the wisest men, mili- 
tary as well as civilian, must sometimes plead guilty. 

All that can now be done is to resort to restrictive 
measures, to isolate the patients, and those who in any 
manner have been infected, to keep the disease from 
spreading, and so far as Cuba is concerned, to tighten 
the blockade, let Havana severely alone, and for the 
present trust to hunger to do the work which three 
months ago a few thousand Regular troops and a few 
hundred well aimed shells might perhaps easily have ac- 
complished.

THE CUBANS AS FIGHTERS. 


The evidence seems to be somewhat conflicting as to 
the character of “our faithful allies,” the Cubans, A 
home letter from a private soldier of the Tist New York 
published in the “Tarrytown Press-Herald,” and from 
which we have quoted above, is decidedly uncompli- 
mentary. He says: 

“IT am afraid the Cubans won't amount to much as 
fighters, and that the assistance we will receive from 
them has been much overrated. They are a poor look- 
ing lot of half starved half-breeds. They wander about 
quite aimlessly and without discipline. They seem to 
go where they please. Their principal industry seems to 
be to pick up what we throw away in the shape of cloth- 
ing or accoutrements, pack it on small mules and trot 
off to the mountains with it. We have found it is not 
safe to trust them to reconnoiter. Their information is 
mostly misinformation. Teddy’s Terrors got into their 





trouble mainly through thé Cuban scouts reporting the 
Spaniards all in Santiago.” Perhaps, as the Oubans 
claim, reconcentrados were mistaken for the soldiers of 
Garcia's army. 

Another correspondent of the same paper holds a dif. 
ferent opinion which he thus expresses: ; 
“We have about 4,000 Cubans for guides, who are 
very good fighters. The Spaniards are very poor sol- 
diers, as well as marksmen, which is encouraging to us 
all. We hope to make a good showing for our regiment, 
as it is said we have the best guns (the Springfield). 
We have plenty of cocoanuts to eat and are getting fat 
on the milk from them.”

OUR WOUNDED SOLDIERS, 


Not the least comforting thing about the war is 
success of measures being taken for the care of 
who have fallen under its perils. Nearly all the 
and wounded soldiers have been transferred to Northern 
hospitals, and what is gratifying above all is the won- 
derful rapidity of cure and exemption from mortality 
which, even in severe cases, seems to characterize the 
present system of treatment. Modern antiseptic surgery 
in the hands of some of the most skilful men in the 
world is really robbing the battlefield of one of its most 
dreaded features. Among all the hundreds of wounded 
men that have been distributed among the hospitals 
of New York and vicinity, not one has died, and even the 
one man thaf was supposed to be beyond hope is now 
reported as having a fair chance of recovery. These 
facts are certainly pleasant to record. It is to be re 
gretted that our wounded men should have been com- 
pelled to suffer so much before they could receive proper 
attention. How far inadequate preparation is respon- 
sible for this it is yet too early to say. So far as wé 
can learn the Réntgen rays used so efficiently by the 
British medical staff in India, have not been employed 
in our field hospitals. 
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In connection with the allegations made by Mr, Cun- 
ningham-Grahame, formerly a member of Parliament, 
that “most of the gunners of Adm]. Dewey's squadron 
were Englishmen decoyed from the British Chinese 
squadron,” Capt. A. 8. Crowninshield, U. 8. N. Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, has prepared a statement 
which shows that there are a total of 1,445 men in the 
American Asiatic Squadron. All are citizens of the 
United States by birth or naturalization except 47, of 
whom eight are British subjects. Four were on duty 
on board the Olympia and four on the Raleigh at the 
battle of Manila Bay. None of these men was a gun 
captain or a gun pointer. Their ratings, according to 
Rear Adm], Dewey's official muster rolls, are: Seamen, 
1; ordinary seamen, 4; carpenter’s mate, second class, 
1; coal passer, 1; water tender, 1. The First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Mr. George J. Goschen, in the House 
of Commons on July 19, when asked whether there was 
any truth in the statement made by Mr, Cunningham- 
Grahame, said no one at the Admiralty had heard such 
a rumor. Mr, Goschen added that he had received a 
letter from Lieut. Colwell, the United States naval at- 
taché, in which he writes: “That any officer of the 
United States Navy would induce a man of a friendly 
Power to desert, I distinctly deny, and in nearly 30 
years of service I have never known a deserter from a 
foreign service knowingly enlisted in my service.” 

There is a simple solution of the question as to how 
we are to control Cuba and the Philippines if we have 
occasion to do so, and that is to form native corps or 
divisions of our Army, who will furnish garrisons for 
our outlying possessions. Subject, as they will be, to 
the rigid rules of military discipline, we need have no 
fear of them. The Spaniards sought to secure the loyal- 
ists of the natives of the Philippines by paying one man 
the lump sum of $400,000. It would be better to dis- 
tribute our money as pay to a force of native troops. 
Their pride ag well as their interest can be enlisted on 
our behalf, and they will be subject to the rigid but 
strictly impartial rules of military discipline. We ap- 
prehend only one difficulty in the case, and that ie in 
making those who control legislation understand that 
military rule is not only the most efficient and honest, 
but the most just of any, on the whole, and the ‘most 
satisfactory to those subject to it. It is not the soldiers, . 
but the prieste, who have made trouble for Spain in the 
Philippines. It is obviously impossible to take up islands 
so long under Spanish control as an integral part of our 
political system. What we need is military rule, 60 ad- 
justed to local prejudices as to make it acceptable. The 
plan we suggest seems to us to be the wisest. This plan 
is substantially the one so successfully adopted by the 
Britieh Government in the control of the natives of 
India. A Cuban or a native of the Philippines, with 
five times the pay and ten times the comforts in the 
American Army that he has ever dreamed of in civil 
life, should become not only an excellent soldier, but a 
warm and earnest advocate of American oecupancy and 
power. Let us have in these matters a fair share of 
hard common-sense, and the solution of many of these 
new questiong will be much simpler than many people 
suppose.

The auxiliary cruiser Yosemite, it is reported, will 
need some repairs owing to a recent fire which occurred 
in her coal bunkers.

twenty-four hours. As Spain has now no warships that 
can attack our coasts, there is no necessity for the 6er- 
vice as originally constituted. About two hundred offi- 
cers and men, members of the Naval Militia of the 
States in which stations were located, were employed at 
the signal stations, while two thousand men were added 
to the force on the lookout for enemy’s men-of-war by 
the incorporation of the lighthouses, life-saving and 
Weather Bureau stations into the Coast Signal Ser- 
vice, Although no enemy has appeared, the service has 
been of great utility in reporting the movements of our 
own fleet. It extended from West Quoddyhead, Me., to 
the southern limit of Texas. 

The Yankee, Comdr, Browneson, sailed from Norfolk, 
bound south, on July 17. 

The last of the Spanish seamen belonging to Adml. 
Cervera’s fleet taken prisoners were removed from the 
cruiser Harvard to Seavey’s sand, Portsmouth, N. -. 
on July 18, and the vessel, with 30 Spanish officers o 
board, left for Annapolis, Md. With respect to the =a 
tiny attempted by Spanish sailors shortly after being 
taken on board the Harvard, it is explained that the 
Spaniards wanted to get at the stores of the 9th Massa- 
chusetts Regt., which went to Santiago on board the 
Harvard. Part of the troops had been landed, but a 
detail had been left to guard the stores and ammuni- 
tion. It has not been just clear in any account that has 
been heard whether the prisoners made a break for the 
stores or whether they threatened to do so, but at any 
rate there was a clash between the Spaniards and the 
Massachusetts mien, in the face of the marine guard, 
who had the soners in charge. The Captain of the 
guard, on a tne danger of an outbreak, ordered 
his men to fire, and the marines obeyed, killing six and 
wounding a dozen of the rioters. 

Capt. Frank Sharp, in chores of the wreckers trying 
to save some of the ships of Adml. Cervera’s squadron, 
writes that he hopes to save three of them. ey are 
the Cristobal Colon, the Vizcaya and the Maria Teresa. 
The Almirante Oquendo he expects to be a total loss, 
although he does not commit himeelf positively to either 
statement.

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CONDITION OF NAVY’S WOUNDED. 

Surg. Gen. Ven Reypen, of the Navy, has just 
returned from a visit to the wounded brought up 
from Santiago by the hospital ship Solace. twenty- 
two in number, as well as twenty-five sick sailors 
from Sampson’s fleet. Dr. Van Reypen found that 
all but two of the men were moving about, and — 
two more eeriously in — are on the w 
The wounds are from shells, and 
from bullets. The twontyaue include all wounded in 
the Cervera fight, among them some 
the actual number of those wounded in the 
even less. There is not a case of fever of m3 kind 


among the sick or wounded t from eet. 
Dr. Van Reypen saye this sa health condi- 
tion exists at all naval points. At Caimanera, where the 


marines are camped, there 4 not the slightest symptom 
of fever. At Portsmouth, H., where the Spanish 
sailors are quartered, there in no fever of a serious char- 
acter, it being intermittent and free from infection. In 
general, Dr. Van Reypen regards the health conditions 
of the naval branch of the service as exceptionally sat- 
isfactory, not a single case of infectious fever existing 
any where. 


NAVY WORK AT SANTIAGO. 


When the Spanish Army at Santiago was surrendered 
to Gen. Shafter a number of valuable Spanish vessels 
were found among the shipping. The prizes include the 
gunboat Canonero, the passenger steamships Mexico, 
Reina de los Angelo, the freighter Morteral, and a sister 
ship, a tugboat, the sloop Josefa and half a dozen fish- 
ing smacks. 

In the Government coal sheds which were taken pos- 
session of a large supply of both hard and soft coal was 
found.

TRIAL OF CIVIL ENGINEER WHITE. 

The court martial for the trial of Civil Engr. U. 8. 
G. White, U. 8. N., of which Commo. W. P. McCann is 
president, began at the Navy Yard, New York, July 7.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. : 
. Annapolis, Md., July 18. 

The arrival of Adml. Cervera and hie officers and 
erew has been the event of the week at the Naval 
Academy. All had beep expectancy for nearly a week 
when, at 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon, the St. Louis 
was reported in the offing. All was astir at the Naval 
Academy at once. Everybody not connected with 
the Academy was sent out of the Academy, and women 
and children, residents of the school, were made to go 
to their homes. this to protect the prisoners from 
unholy stares. The Standish went out to meet the St, 
Louis, and about 6:30 returned with the prisoners and 
their baggage. The Marine Guard received the distin- 
guished prisoners at attention, the bugles blared and 
the drume beat as the Stan came up to the wharf. 

It was a pathetic sight to see the ish heroes, 
some sick, some woun all silent and ¢ enough. 
Adml. Cervera and his son, with the Fleet Se ac- 
companied by Comdr. Edwin White, U. 8. N., walked 
up the wharf to the carriage that was awaiting them. 
Cervera was dressed in a suit of black, with a derby 
to match. His commanding form towered above his 
companions. They were driven to Adml. MeNair’s 
office, and after iniroduction the party was seated and 
conversed in Spanish for fifteem minutes. Then the 
Admiral and mdr. White escorted Cervera to his 
quarters and left him. He was hardly in before he was 
called to the Standish. Some of the officers had refused 
to sign the parole. Mattere were explained and the 
parole not to attempt to escape was signed for two 
weeks. There was one exception. He was Capt. 
Bulate. Cervera had been allowed to give an oral pa- 
role and Hulate claimed the same dignity. The point 
was waived for the nonce. 

The Spanish officers have the liberty of the Naval 
Academy and the city of Annapolis from 8 a. m. to 8 
p. ™. They showed their confidence in the citizens of 
Annapolis by coming out Sunday to church, Cervera 
leading and taking part in the services. They attended 
St. Mary’s Catholic Church. All the officers were 
treated with great courtesy by the le of Annapolis, 
and the next day many more of the prisoners came into 
the city. The citizens received them as a had op- 
portunity into their houses and entertained the gal- 
lant but unfortunate prisoners. The Annapolis small 
boy and girl was in large evidence. They heard that 
Cervera was at the Catholic Church, and when he came 
out a band of 200 had gathered and dogged his heels 
back to the Academy gate. The Admiral took this ex- 
hibition of interest in him with good common sense and 
expressed no annoyance at it. 

he Spanish officers are full of gratitude for their 
generous treatment, one saying that not every nation 
would do to them as the Americans bave done, and 
another expressing surprise that prisoners could be al- 
lowed so much liberty. ‘They on the other hand, are 
very punctilious not to offend the civil regulations of 
Annapolis, and especially careful to keep within the 
limitations of their paroles. . 

Cérvera declines to be interviewed. What is past, he 
said, was history. For the present he was under con- 
ditions of restraint. There he left the matter, though 
troops of enterprising correspondents, resident and for- 
eign, have been knocking at his uoore. s 

The house that Adml. Cervera and his son, with 
those officers the Admiral may invite to be of his house- 
hold, will occupy is 17 Buchanan Row, two doors from 
the residence of Supt. McNair. The house is one of a 
half-dozen left of the garrison of Fort Severn, which 
was turned over to the Navy by the Army in 1845 for 
the establishment of a “naval school,” as it was then 
called. A story has been added to it since. It has 
three stories and an attic now, with a fine porch, and 
fronts on one of the loveliest bits of the Academy. 
The rear of the house has an unobstructed view of the 
Severn and the Chesapeake and opens to the south, 
from which quarter the summer breezes blow. The 
residents of the Naval Academy are not relishing 
any more than those who are outside ite limits the mili- 
tary restrictions on the admission to and egress from 
the Academy. All recognize the propriety of these 
rules, but to be subjected to passports, countersigns 
and, in some cases, the escort of a guard in the 
grounds is quite trying to those who have had all privi- 
leges and courtesies extended to them to enjoy the fine 
walke, beautiful prospects and pleasant breezes of the 
institution.

DESTRUCTION OF AMERICAN PROPERTY AT 
DAIQUIRI. 


The “Marine Review” informs us that the property 
of the Spanish-American Iron Co., whose steel pier and 
docks at Daiquiri, 19 miles east of Santiago, were used 
for the landing of Gen. Shafter’s troops, was developed 
by the men, who also developed the Vermillion range 
in Minnesota. 

There are two other American companies in Cuba. 
The Juragua Iron Co., a corporation in which stockhold- 
ers in the Bethlehem Iron Co. and Pennsylvania Steel 
Co. are understood to be largely interested, has mines 
at Jaragua, 3 miles nearer Santiago than those first 
mentioned, while the Sigua Iron Co., a Philadelphia con- 
cern, has a property at a point 7 miles east of Daiquiri, 
or 26 miles from Santiago. These latter mines, which 
are 7 miles inland and connected by a railroad with 
— bay, have not been operated for three yeurs. 

he property of the Spanish-American Iron Co. was in 
full operation up to April 21, 1898, and in perfect order 
until the appearance of the American troops led to its 
partial destruction by the Spaniards to the extent of 
$1,000,000 in value. The machine shop and its valuable 
contents were burned; the engine house and two locomo- 
tives (all they had) were destroyed; an attempt was 
made to burn the ore cars and the wood work of the 
ore dock and bridge approach, all of the cars being 
placed on the dock for the purpose of destruction. Em- 
ployees extinguished the fire and the loss was but one 
ore car. he ore dock still remains in good condition. 
A fire was started in the warehouse, but this was also 
put out by the company’s men. Three trestles of the 
merchandise wharf were set on fire. This fire was ex- 
tinguished and at this wharf ractically the entire 
American Army landed. Four Spanish forts or block- 
houses were burned. It was the announced intention of 
the Spanish to destroy all the forts and all the prop- 
erty of the mining company as well, but lack of time 
prevented. Of the extensive stock of supplies on hand— 
lumber, coal, explosives, mining tools, ete-—the Span- 
ish destroyed everything they could not take with them. 
With one exception all of the row boats and sail boats, 
which are very necessary to our work, were destroyed. 
One of the buoys to which ships are moored when load- 
ing, is lost. At the mines all of the houses were ran- 
sacked and everything portable was carried away. The 
railroad track is in good condition and no materia] dam- 
age has been done to any of the five bridges. The wa- 
ter pipe line was cut but has been repaired, and the 
vessels of the United States Navy receive their supply 
of water from our pipe line. Since the landing of the 
Army at Daiquiri the larger vessels of the American 
Navy continually use the iron ore dock, and the low- 
grade merchandise wharf is made use of by the smaller 
vessels for the landing of supplies and equipment. In 
fact, all of the facilities of the company at Daiquiri have 
been availed of by the Army and Navy and every pos- 
sible assistance has been rendered by the company’s em- 
ployees. 
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THE ¥IRST CUBAN BATTLE. : 
OFFICIAL REPORT BY MAJ. GEN. WHEELER. 
Camp, Six Miles East of Santiago de Cuba, 
June 26, 1898. 
To Adjt. Gen., 5th Army Corps, 8S. S. Seguranca: 

Sir—I have the honor to report that, in obedience to 
instructions from the Maj. Gen. Commanding, given to 
me in person on June 23, I proceeded to Siboney (Jura- 
guacito). 

The enemy had evacuated the place at daylight that 
morning, taking a course towards Savilla. A body of 
about 100 Cubans had followed and engaged the ene- 
my’s rear guard. About nine of them were wounded. 

I rode out to the front and found the enemy had 
halted and established themselves at a point about three 
miles from Siboney. At night the Cubans returned to 
the vicinity of the town. 

At 8 o’clock on that evening (the 23d), Gen. Young 
reached Siboney with 8 troops of Col. Wood’s Regiment, 
A, B, D, E, F, G, K and L, 500 strong, Troops.A, B, G 
and K of the 1st Cav., in all 244, and Troops A, B, E 
and I of the 10th Cav., in all 220 men, making the total 
force 964 men, which included nearly all of my com- 
mand which had disembarked. These troops had 
marched from Daiquiri, eleven miles. With the agsist- 
ance of Gen, Castillo a rough map of the country was 
prepared and the position of the enemy fully explained, 
and I determined to make an attack. 

At eariyt on the 24th, Wood’s Regiment was sent 
by Gen. Young, a by two of his Staff Offi- 
cers, Lieuts, Tyree R. Rivers and W. R. Smedberg, Jr., 
to approach the enemy on the left-hand, or more west- 
erly, road, while Gen. Young, myself and the troops of 
the 1st and 10th Cay., with three Hotchkiss mountain 
guns, approached the icv A on the regular Sevilla road. 
We expected also to take the dynamite gun with us, but 
unfortunately it did not reach veep f 

Gen. Young and myself examined the position of the 
enemy, the lines were deployed and I directed him to 
open fire with the Hotchkiss guns. The enemy replied 
and the firing immediately became general. Col. Wood 
had deployed his regiment, his right nearly reaching the

_ Col. Wood’s Regiment was on the extreme left of the 
line and too far distant for me to be a personal witness 
of the individual conduct of his officers and men, but 
the “yy and brave work done by the regiment, 
under the lead of Col. Wood, testifies to his courage and 
skill. The energy and determination of this officer had 
been marked from the moment he r to me at 
Tampa, F'la., and I have abundant evidence of his brave 
and good conduct on the field, and I recommend him for 
consideration of the Government. 

I must rely upon his report to do quotice to his offi- 
cers and men, but I desire personally to add that all 
that I have said regarding Col. Wood applies equally to 
Lieut. Col. Roosevelt. 

I was immediately with the troops of the Ist and 10th 
Regular Cav., dismounted, and personally noticed their 
brave and Ben conduct, which will be specially men- 
tioned by Gen, Young. 

I personals noticed the good conduct of Capt. W. H. 
Beck, Robert P. P. Wainwright and Jacob G. Galbraith, 
Maj. James M. Bell, Capt. omas T. Knox and Lieut. 
George L. Byrom. he last three were wounded. 

Maj. Bell, as he laid on the ground with a broken leg, 
said; “I only regret I can’t go on with you further.” 

Capt. Knox, though severely wounded, continued as 
long as possible to exercise command, and insisted tu 
me that he was not much hurt, and Lieut. Byrom aiso 
made light of his wound to me and continued upon the 
line until he fainted. 

I recommend these officers for favorable consideration 
of the Government. 

I cannot state positively as to the size of the Spanish 
force which we engaged or the extent of their casual- 
ties further than that the force was much greater than 
ours, and that the information I had would indicate that 
their killed and wounded very far exceeded the losses 
which our troops sustained, but our estimates on these 
points can only be verified when we have access to the 
reports of the Spanish commanders. 

he engagement inspirited our troops and must have 
nod a bad effect upon the spirits of the Spanish sol- 
iers. 

It also gave our Army a beautiful and well-watered 
country, in which we have established our encampments. 
It hag also given us a full view of Santiago and the sur- 
rounding country and enabled us to reconnoiter close up 
to the fortifications of that place. Very respectfully,

LIFE ON THE BLOCKADE. 


The lack of stirring events, cloudless skies and smooth 
water have combined to make the life of the blockading 
squadron both irksome and monotonous. During the 
last week of June the numbers of the fleet were greatly 
decreased by the detail of a number of men-of-war, who 
had been off Havana to act as convoy for the transports 
to Havana. This left but a small number of ships with 
a great area of water to cover. Fortunately, few at- 
tempts were then made to run the blockade, else the lim- 
ited cordon of ships would have been ineffectual to pre- 
vent such efforts. Beside being detailed for convoy 
duty with the transports, the small ships were detached 
to accompany store ships. The last week in June the 
Newport convoyed the Resolute, formerly the Yorktown, 
through the Bahama Channel a quarter part of the way 
to Santiago. 

The Resolute carried a most valuable cargo of all 
kinds of ammunition and explosives. Having great 
speed, pursuit was not feared for her after she passed 
Lobos Key, the eastern extremity of the channel. About 
the same time a remarkable attempt was made by one 
of the Army tugs. Just what -she wanted to do or 
where she meant to go is still a mystery to the unini- 
tiated. She started out from Key West with the Reso- 
lute, kept with her until she struck off for Santiago at 
a high rate of speed. Then this little tug, Uncle Sam by 
name, finding that the distance between her and the 
Resolute was widening as the latter forged ahead at her 
18-knot rate, gave up the game of following the leader 
and turned her attention to keeping in the Newport’s 
company as far as Nicolas Channel. Here she seemed 
convinced that home wae, after all, the best place for 
her, and the last seen of her she was heading for Key 
West. Any information as to her original intentions 
will be thankfully received by many who watched her 
erratic career. 

On the 22d of June the German man-of-war, the 
Geiser, went through the lines to Havana, permission 
having been accorded her so to do. She remained in- 
side the harbor just a week, returning on the 28th with 
a large number of Germans aboard. The English ship 
Talbot made a similar trip on the 5th instant. 

There have been but few chases during the last few 
weeks. Occasionally some vessel would sighted and 
all speed made to board her. On most occasions she 
would turn out to be some inoffensive merchantman 
bound on some innocent cruise—in one case, an Italian 
bark called the Vanduara, with a cargo of lumber en 
route from Pensacola to Genoa; another time an Eng- 
lish ship, the Lottie Moon, a collier, on her way to 
Vera Cruz, so she said, but as she was much out of her 
course some degree of doubt was attached to her story. 

On the 24th of June there was one really valuable 
capture made wy. the Vicksburg, the Marietta, the New- 
port and the ilmington. The Vicksburg being near- 
est, boarded her and, putting a prize crew on her, sent 
her to Key West. The prize was a ship from Honduras. 
Her coming right out in the face of the blockade was 
feit to be most strange. The motive for sacrificing this 
quiet and apparently defenceless brig cannot be fath- 
omed. No doubt the reason wil! later appear. Blanco 
never does anything without profiting by it, and doubt- 
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jess he expects to achieve some end in this. sy he 
has some a malignant fever germs laid by in it 
for our tion. However, the quarantine in Key 
West will vent the materialization of any such plan. 

July 3 Prairie arrived. On account of her 
she is a valuable addition to the fleet. Nothing is of 
much valve in overhauling a blockade runner unless it 
be a Ship capable of developing a high rate of speed. 
Every ship that has escaped through the line has owed 
it to her superior power. The majority of the fleet off 
Havana are small gunboats averaging only from ten to 
fifteen knots, which is not suflicient in chasing fleet mer- 
chantmen. The Castine and Bancroft joined the fleet 
on — | Bw, from Santiago. The Yale also went 
throug same day. She, too, hailed from Santiago. 
The Marietta went to Key West on the 3d to coal. On 
the 4th the Badger arrived from Key West with the 
mail, and the same day the Amphitrite disappeared. 

On July 6 occurred the one exciting event of the past 

three weeks. Early that morning a strange steamer 
was sighted. The Hawk at once chased her, overhauled 
her and tried to board her. Finding herself outclassed, 
she at once signalled for assistance. Capt. Train, of 
the Prairie, the senior officer present (in the absence of 
the flagship), at once put the ship at full speed and 
headed for the westward. The Badger followed, and 
both made for Mariel. This being the Castine’s station, 
she was already there, and had already been called up 
by the Hawk, and by the time the Prairie arrived the 
stranger had been shelled by the Castine and was burn- 
ing. When she sank, as she soon did after catching fire, 
she settled in the harbor directly across the channel. 
Another case of Hobsonizing. It is really very fortu- 
nate, for with Havana so well guarded, attempts to land 
at other porte will become more frequent, a this bar- 
rier off Mariel will prevent a successful landing there. 
The necessity of the blockade being extended is now eelf- 
evident, and it is trusted that the cordon of the ships of 
the Pere fleet will be so increased as to make this 
oss DIE, 
MThe weather has been most beautiful—clear skies, 
with no signs of rain; smooth seas, which make the duty 
much pleasanter than during the first month, when the 
swells were such as to make the ships most uncom- 
fortable for their occupants. 

The one dark blot on the horizon is the absence of 
mail facilities, If it were not for the press boats the 
situation would be unbearable. Ags it is, it is, to say the 
least, vexatious. That and the lack of fresh provisions 
make the life out here much harder than it need be. 
The different press boats have done much to put us 
under everlasting indebtedness to them. They bring us 
our mail and take our mail. They even distribute ice 
to the ships, which in the tropics is a great boon. We 
feel like apostrophizing them in the first line of the 
hymn “Blest be the tie that binds’ us to the outside 
world. The etay of the small ships average three 
weeks, which, under present conditions, is quite enough, 
although, climate considered, it is much pleasanter off 
this north coast of Cuba than in Florida harbors. 
here, though the days are warm, the nights are refresh- 
ing, and the weather is really all that can be asked. 

The San Francisco, flying Commo, Howell’s flag, ar- 
rived July 8. The Windom came at the same time. The 
next day the Newport left for Key West to coal. 


ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


L. M. MeB. asks whether a column of files at an order 
should come to the right shoulder or trail arms at the pre- 
paratory command for marching. The general rule is to 
come to a trail, but the drill regulations do not say any- 
thing in regard to it. Answer.—D. R. Par. 112 governs. The 
piece is brought to the right shoulder. 

PAR. 734, INF. D. R.—Does the Sergeant Major pass In re- 
view or Is he dismissed when the Ist Sergeants take com- 
mand of their companies? I hold that when the Adjutant 
leaves the battalion the staff is dismissed. Would Par. 741 
(last two lines) apply. Answer.—It would depend entirely 
upon the direction of the commanding officer. There is no 





reason why the Sergeant Major should pass in review unless 
so directed. 

H. M. G.—Column of fours is not such a formation that 
the trail at balance can be done without ‘‘inconvenience to 


others.” Par. 107 D. R. This paragraph refers particularly 
to extended or single rank formation. 


COS.—Under Par. 584 D. R., the Lieutenant commanding 
the firing line gives the order to form line of squads, skir- 
mishes, ete., on arriving at the designated distances. Par. 
559 D. R. states: “One section may form the firing line, the 
other the support.’’ This would indicate a similar formation 
to that directed for the company in extended order exer- 
cises, and would admit of a similar command, to wit, first 
designating the sections as firing line and support, and then, 
as in the company, “Form for attack, march.” 


CONSTANT READER asks: When the Captain gives the 
company the command, Right Dress, have the men in the 
ranks got to bring the left hand on the hip according to

\pril 24, 1861, and was with Farragut on the Mississippi. 
He died Aug. 10, 1862. Hamersly’s Register states that he 
was killed in battle. The Navy Register does not state the 
cause of his death. A naval officer informs us that he died 
of disease contracted on the Mississippi. The present Lieut. 
Comdr. Richard Wainwright is a son of this officer, but it 
was not his father who was killed on the Harriet Lane in 
action off Galveston, Tex., Jan. 1, 1863, but Comdr. Jonathan 
M. Wainwright. Robert P. P. Wainwright, Capt., ist U. 8. 
Cay., is a son of this Wainwright, and that he is a worthy 
son of his father is shown by the record he has made for 
himself in front of Santiago. He is one of the most brilliant 
and dashing of our cavalry leaders.

NAVY NOTES. 


A correspondent says: “It is not likely that any great 
historical picture of the actual capture of Cervera ever 
will be painted, If it were, and depicted true to life, it 
would have to make up in absorbing human interest for 
a certain lack in dignity. The Admiral wore no epau- 
lettes, decorations or insignia of rank. They would not 
have looked well on the single garment he wore—his 
underdrawers.” 

The officers of the Oregon said that the surrender was 
accepted on condition that the guns should not be dam- 
aged or any intentional damage done to the hulls. But 
before the men could be taken off the Colon —s 
possible had been done to make her worthless. She san 
soon afterward. 

The open-handed generosity of American seamen was 
shown when a subscription was opened on the Brook- 
lyn, for the benefit of the young wife of George Henry 
Ellis, the only man killed on the American side in the 
battle with Adml. Cervera’s fleet. The men eagerly of- 
fered their money, many whose salaries are only $17 or 
$18 a month, giving $20 and $25. The subscription soon 
amounted to $907, and then one seaman, who had a sil- 
ver coin taken from one of the Spanish vessels, offered it 
for sale for the benefit of the fund, and it was bid in by 
another seaman for $25. Lieut. Comdr. Mason offered 
a five peseta piece from the Infanta Maria Teresa and 
its auction brought $60 more. The fund that night 
amounted to more than $1,000, 

Throughout the campaign before Santiago, owing to 
poor facilities of communication and utter inability to 
see from the on what was going on ashore behind the 
hills, there has been some lack of co-operation between 
the Army and Navy. It is now known that twice since 
Sampson’s pennant has flown outside Morro Castle an 
expedition to blow up the mines in Santiago Harbor 
has been almost ready to add another chapter to the 
annals of American naval heroism. The first time this 
was frustrated by Adml. Cervera’s dash for the open 
sea, and the second by the truce which Gen. Shafter ar- 
ranged with Gen. Linares. 

Capt. Stevens, of the City of Washington, who was a 
witness to the loss of the Maine, and who also saw the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet, says: “I never had any 
doubt about the malicious destruction of the Maine, but 
in the explosion of Cervera’s ships we had absolute 
proof of it apart from the facts developed in the inves- 
tigation. I have not seen any mention made of it in 
any of the newspapers nor any comment from naval 
officers, but I presume the Navy and the reporters were 
too busy with work to notice what we non-combatants 
did. Seeing the Maine, as we did, and then seeing the 
Vizeaya, as we did, concededly blown up by the explo- 
sion of her own magazines, we were in an excellent posi- 
tion to form an accurate judgment.” George Cornehl, 
First Officer of the City of ashington, was on the 
bridge with Capt. Stevens when Cervera made his dis- 
astrous sortie. He agreed fully with Capt. Stevens. 

Secretary Long, in a letter to Senator Cook, says: “I 
am in receipt of your suggestion with regard to making 
medals out of the metals of the destroyed Spanish ves- 
sels.” These medals, or crosses of honor, it is proposed 
to give to every officer and man who was on ard of 
our ships in the naval battle off Santiago. Now let our 
artists have a chance to show their patriotism and genius 
in making a design worthy of this, the finest purpose to 
which old junk was ever put. 

The hospital ship Solace arrived at Old Point Com- 
fort, Va., July 16, from Siboney, Ouba, bringing forty- 
four wounded Americans and forty-nine wounded Span- 
iards, who took part in the engagement off Santiago 
July 3. The American soldiers were transferred from 
the Solace to the hospital at Fort Monroe. Among the 
wounded were the following officers: Lieut. Col. Henry 
Carroll, 6th Cay.; 2d Lieut. John H. Hughes, 4th Inf.; 
1st Lieut. John L. Grisard, 7th Inf.; 2d Lieut. Thos. A. 
Roberts, 10th Cav.; Capt. A. L. Mills. 

The Campania Trans-Atlantic Espanola, of Barcelona 
has been awarded the contract for carrying the Spanish 
soldiers and officers surrendered at Santiago to Spain. 
The rate was $55 for officers and $20 for men, and un- 
der the terms of the contract the company agrees to 
have five vessels at Santiago inside of nine days, two 
more in 17 days, and such vessels as may be necessary 
to take away the remainder of the men inside of three 
weeks. The aggregate cost of the transportation, it 
is reckoned, will be $535,000, against $1,430, asked in 
the joint bid of the steamship lines. 

While a launch from the Marblehead was running 
along the west shore of Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, July 
16, she was fired upon by Spanish troops in ambush, but 
fortunately the shots all went wild. The launch fired her 
1-pounder in return, while several shells dropped by the 
Marblehead quickly silenced the Spanish fire. 

This official statement was issued by the State Depart- 
ment on July 15: “Further proof of the nobility of the 
character of Adm]. Dewey is his recommendation to the 
United States Government that the Chinese servants 
and other Chinese who were on the ships of his squad- 
ron during the battle of Manila, and who rendered most 
efficient service on that occasion and behaved in a 
most exemplary manner, be recognized by this Govern- 
ment in some substantial manner. He is decidedly 
in favor of recognizing these brave and useful Chinese 
in such a way as shall admit them to the United States 
in case they desire to enter it and to become citizens 
of it.” 

The auxiliary cruiser St. Louis, Capt. Goodrich, after 
taking on coal, ammunition, provisions, etc., sailed from 
New York at noon, July 21, bound south.

The following_telegram was sent from the Treasury 
Department on July 18 to the principal Collectors along 
the Atlantic coast: 

“You may clear American or neutral vessels with sup- 
plies and provisions for Santiago de Cuba.” 

The War yy received a dispatch dated July 
18 from Gen. Shafter saying that the roster of prisoners 
was handed in that afternoon by Gen. Toral, and 
that the total is 22,789 men. Gen. Shafter’s dispatch 
added that the prisoners turned over to him far exceeded 
in numbers the strength of his own Army. He has 
asked the War Department to hurry forward the regi- 
ments of immunes for service at Santiago city and vicin- 
ity in order that there may be a minimum of danger of 
further infection of our troops from the fever which pre- 
vails at Santiago.

SMOKELESS POWDER. 


It is announced that the Ordnance Department has 
decided upon a smokeless powder which can be used in 
the Springfield rifle, and that the manufacturers who are 
now turning out the old-fashioned cartridges will go 
to work at once on those charged with the new explosive, 
and as fast as the cartridges are delivered in sufficient 
quantities to make a respectable showing, their issue 
to the Volunteers will begin. When the war began 
there was not in this country, according to Gen. Miles, 
enough small arm ammunition to supply 60 rounds to 
the men in the Army. Then it was necessary to accept 
any kind of powder that could be had. Since then 
herculean efforts have been made by the Ordnance De- 
partment with the result that to-day, for the first time, 
nothing but smokeless powder is being purchased for the 
field, siege and seacoast guns of the artillery. No more 
of the brown cocoa power. which has been used for 
the heavy coast artillery, will be bought, the makers 
being now able to supply enough smokeless powder for 
all artillery purposes. he black powder will be reserved 
for saluting purposes. In the last report of the Chief 
of Ordnance we were told that the selection of smokeless 
powder had well advanced in the experimental stage. 
In the development of smokeless pow der for .45 caliber 
ammunition a number of samples selected by the in- 
spector of powder have been tested and although pro- 
ducing results hitherto unattained, no selection had been 
made. The ordnance report also informs us that the 
results thus far obtained in the practical tests of col- 
loidal smokeless powder compositions agree with theo- 
retical conclusions and indicate the ballistic superiority 
of this form over any other yet purchased. 
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Other considerations may in particular cases outweigh 

this ballistic wappalenteens and the definite -¢ determina- 
tion: of tee baton nine at Gn: vain, eee 
that affect the question is one of the principal objects 
of the experiments now in progress. We are further told 
that satisfactory results have now been obtained with 
smokeless powders made in this country in all calibers 
of field, siege and seacoast cannon, including mortars. 
This powder has also been found to give good results 
in the mortars when firing with redu ch 

The restrictions placed upon the purchase of " powder 
by Congress compelled the use of a powder manufac- 
tured in this country and so far limited the selection. An 
offer was received from a German house of a satis- 
factory smokeless powder, but to use it requires the es- 
tablishment of a plant in this country, and the Ger- 
mans did not consider that the promise of business was 
sufficient to warrant this. 

The Navy Department is distributing smokeless pow- 
der to the Navy as fast as ee oe Deliveries are be- 
ing made at the rate of 5. pounds a week by the Du- 
ponts and the California Powder Co. All the second- 
ary batteries and rapid-fire guns of the Navy will soon 
be provided with an ample supply of smokeless pow- 
der. Several of the ships have been fitted out with full- 
magazines for all their guns, and gradually others are 
being provided. Within a few weeks it is ex ed 
that every vessel of the service will have sufficient 
smokeless powder on board fer all guns up to and includ- 
ing the 6-inch type, and that soon afterward there will 
_ enough on hand for the 8 and 10-inch guns of some 
ships.

OPERATIONS AGAINST MANZANILLO.
